Narcotics Easy to Purchase; Market Spans Globe

I have just spent five months

In 
the course of a round-the-worid 
trip I found that with no special 
entree to underworld circles it 
was possible, with time and 
money, to buy every major 
illegal drug. 


In Afghanistan. Pakistan, and 


Thailand, I came easily to the 
point of purchase for opium. In 
Laos I could have bought it by 
the small planeload. 


Sometimes there wore diffi- 


culties when severs suspected 
me of being an undercover 
narcotics agent or a police 
officer. Bui with only a little 
more effort, I could hare bought 
opium in India, Turkey, and 
Mexico. 


In Hong Kong I need walk but 


a few steps from Ihe Christian 
Science Monitor office to gel the 
distinctive scent of smoking 
opium from the neighborhood 
vendor.

doses was easily obtainable in 
Mexico and Hong Kong. Bui in 
MarM-ille 1 could have bought 
lop-grade heroin by the kilo <2.2 
pounds 1.11 would have taken an 
advance payment of $3.000 and 
several days' isolation in a hotel 
room while the sellers checked 
me out. If they were satisfied, I 
coiaM have been reasonably sure 
of emerging with a kilo of pure 
heroin. So skillful and careful 
are the traffickers, however, 
that the transaction would have 
been completed 
without my 


ever meeting the deliverer.

The POWRaid Raises New Questions 


The attempted rescue of American 


prisoners of war deep inside North 
Vietnam was certainly a daring 
maneuver and a tribute to the bravery of 
the volunteer combat team which 
executed it. but its aftermath leaves us 
with a number of unanswered questions 
as to its relationship with the future 
course of the war. 


Secretary of Defense Laird has 


declared flatly that "there was no 
security break" which tipped off the 
North Vietnamese to evacuate the 
prisoner of war camp before the 
American raiding party arrived. The 
only supposition left then is that the 
prisoners had been moved for some 
other reason and our intelligence had no 
way of finding this out. 


But given the fact that no prisoners 


were rescued, we are puzzled over the 
extent to which the Defense Department 
went to ballyhoo the raid, including fly- 
ing home the Army colonel who led the 
expedition and the Air Force general 
who supervised it to appear at the press 
conference and to be congratulated by 
President Nixon. 


What is the real point the Nixon 


Administration is trying to make? 


We can agree with Laird's position 


that the raid will give American 
prisoners renewed hope and the 
knowledge that their government has 
not forgotten them. Possibly there is 
some merit to Laird's statement that it 
demonstrated "to all of our citizens and 
to all the world that we have not 
forgotten our prisoners of war," 


although that may be more rhetoric than 
fact. 


But our real questions concern where 


we go from here. 


Secretary Laird found it necessary to 


warn Hanoi against any recriminations 
against prisoners because of the raid. 
And he coupled this with the warning 
that he would recommend a resumption 
of bombing raids against North Vietnam 
if they shoot down more unarmed U. S. 
reconnaissance 
planes, 
use 
the 


dimilitarized zone for infiltration, or 
shell South Vietnamese cities. 


We had previously unleashed bomb- 


ing attacks on antiaircraft positions in 
North Vietnam when a reconnaissance 
plane was shot down. Does this action, 
plus Laird's warnings, add up to a 
reversion to the strategy employed by 
the 
Defense Department 
under 


President Johnson, the idea that we 
could bring Hanoi to its knees or at least 
to the bargaining table by bombing its 
territory? We certainly thought the 
hopelessness of that strategy had long 
ago been recognized in Washington. 


So having decided that the solution to 


the prisoner of war problem is to go in 
and rescue them, does this then mean we 
will continue such raids in the future, 
hopefully with better results? 


If so it would seem to be a total ad- 


mission that we have no hope what- 
soever of ending the American in- 
volvement in the war. For that is really 
the only way we can hope to have all of 
the prisoners returned. 


Supreme Court on Female Anatomy 


It appears that the latest United 


States Supreme Court ruling on ob- 
scenity deals not so much with the 
matter itself but with the much wider 
question as to how far local governments 
can go in making and enforcing certain 
Mnds of laws. 


This has been a debate in the Court 


for many years and among many dif- 
ferent members. One of the strongest 
advocates of more local controls came 
from the late Felix Frankfurter, once 
regarded as a wild-eyed liberal. Chief 
Justice Warren Burger has also stated 
his approval of giving local governments 
more leeway. 


The trouble is that at least in the 


matter of the First Amendment it 
becomes sort of ridiculous that one can 
say or read or view something in one 
part of the country and not in another. 
The Court once tried to take this point of 
view in trying to define obscenity as 
something that did not meet con- 
temporary community standards. But 
eventually the Court went on to define 
community as the nation, not one piece 
of it. Courts have also ruled that there 
need be no social value to material to 
make it constitutional, another effort at 
definition that collapsed. 


In the current ruling the Court let 


stand by a 5-3 vote a Circuit Court 
decision that "no photograph of the 
female anatomy, no matter how posed, if 
no sexual activity is being engaged in, or 
however lacking in social value, can be 
held obscene." Even those who are not 


sexual deviants or imbued with a lot of 
curiosity know that there are plenty of 
such portrayals of nude women in 
provocative 
poses available. The 


booksellers in this particular case were 
charged with selling obscene magazines 
to adults but no mention was made in the 
case of such a charge if the purchasers 
are minors. The ruling would indeed 
appear to rule out legislation aimed only 
at sales to minors. 


Maybe President Nixon should take 


another look at the Commission on 
Pornography and Obscenity report 
which found no relation between such 
matters and the committing of sexual 
crimes or attitudes on sex. It recom- 
mended that all laws dealing with 
pronography as far as adults are con- 
cerned be repealed. But both President 
Nixon and Vice President Agnew have 
been righteously indignant about the 
report — perhaps honestly so — and 
have rejected its findings. Admittedly 
being in favor of pornography is not a 
strong political position and it is far 
more comfortable to let an appointed 
court determine the issue. 


How far can local governments go in 


enacting laws and enforcing them in the 
field of morality when the question of 
freedom of speech becomes involved?' 
We still don't know but for the time being 
— until there is a change in court 
membership perhaps leaning more 
toward Chief Justice Burger's position 
— it appears that former Justice Hugo 
Black's absolute interpretation of the 
First Amendment is coming closer. 


Agnew Praises the Press! 


Vice President Spiro Agnew seems to 


have reversed his field now that he calls 
"America's press the best and strongest 
in the world." 


Speaking to a group of editors in 


Hawaii, the Vice President said "I have 
marveled at how well you have made 
this the best informed nation on earth." 
Even though he feels that he has been 
unfairly portrayed or some of his 
statements used out of context, he said 
that in general his views have been 
accurately reported. 


Actually Mr. Agnew's conflict with 


the press and particularly with news 
commentators on television stems from 
his lack of understanding of 
the 


problems of making decisions about 
news. No newspaper and certainly no 
radio or television news broadcast can 
put down everything that happens 
around the world every day. News 
judgment comes not only in the writing 
of a story — which part of a speech to 
emphasize, which aspect of an incident 
to dramatize, whose words to stress over 
those of another speaker — but from 
decisions about placement of a story m 
the newspaper or the sequence on a 
broadcast, the headlines accompanying 
it, whether editorial opinion is expressed 
or pictures printed. 


In most newspapers — and in most 


news comments on radio and television 
— objectivity is the aim. The same 
cannot be said to be true of some of the 
underground press which often in- 
tentionally slan's its subjects and stories 
in a certain direction. But pure ob- 
jectivity 35 a will o" the wisp and quite 
unattainable because news and value 
judgements must, be made. 


Mr. Agnew continue? to complain 


that writers and commen'ators take 
particular phrase? which he has made 
and stress them instead of taking overall 
looks at his -peaches But the Vice 
President must know lull up]] that when 
he makes high sounding phrases and 
alliterative statements, he is doing it for 
a purpose — to impress his audience — 
and it would be folly for the news media 
not to pick them up. 


In Hawaii the Vice President 


somewhat flippantly told editors that he 
hoped they would "see fit to preside over 
the reconstruction of my image with the 
news media." But the remark may not 
have been so flip as it sounded. There 
have been a number of suggestions that 
Mr. Agnew just might be replaced on the 
facket in 1972 due to the relative lack of 
impact he seemed to make upon in- 
fluencing voters in the fa!] elections.

A Word Edgewise 
Let's Not Waste Further Time 
About Monolithic Communism

One of the most tiresome 


arguments, which seems to 
recur about once a year, 
centers on the existence, or 
non-existence, of "monolithic 
Communism.'' The other day 
in a discussion with a 
somewhat hostile group, I 


Roche 


referred to "the Communist 
campaign for Indochina." A 
quite nice woman — who, as it 
turned out, didn't know the 
Lao 
Dong 
(Vietnamese 


Communist Party) from a 
Chinese restaurant — chortled 
with malicious glee. "Listen to 
him," she said, "he believes in 
monolithic Communism!" 


Now, 
as readers of this 


column probably realize, I do 
not believe in "monolithic 
Communism" in the notion 
cultivated in right-wing cir- 
cles that all the Communist 
states in the world are simply 
puppets 
manipulated by 


Moscow. Not only do I not 
believe it, but I never ac- 
cepted it even when it was the 
conventional wisdom. For 
historical 
reasons 
too 


elaborate to explore here, I 
was convinced in the 1940s 
that Stalin preferred a weak 
China 
under 
Nationalist 


auspices to a strong China 
ruled by Mao. And from the 
moment Mao took power in 
mainland China, a split with 
Russia was in the cards. No 
authoritarian church can 
stand two Popes. 


Question is "So What?" 


The notion of the great 


Communist nomolith was 
cultivated in slightly paranoid 
political and scholarly sec- 
tors. Indeed, for years after 
Mao and Khrushchev had 
begun excommunicating each 
other, some commentators 
asserted it was all a trick. The 
Russian? had put the Chinese 
up to it just to mislead us. In 
the same fashion. Fidel Castro- 
was provided with elaborate 
Marxist credentials, although 
the record suggests (as 1 nnted 
here recently) that Castro was 
looking *<3r a protector, not a 
political ih«irv. 


So much for the substance of 


"monnlithir 
Communism."" 


Th° next qystion that has to 
be answerer] is "So what?" 
And bore the liberals have 
gnn«> wandering off into a 
dreamland of their own. 
Having demolished the con- 
cept of monolithic Com- 
munism, they jumped to the 
conclusion that Communism 
is not a threat because it is 
polycentric. This is a complete 
non sequitur: Precisely what 
good did it do the Czechs to 
know that the world Com- 
munist movement is split? 
Can the Israelis rest com- 
fortably in their beds because 
Russia and China are at 
loggerheads? 


to revert to the situation in 


Indochina, one can make the 
following 
series 
of 


statements: 


1) Hanoi is not now, nor bas 


it ever been, a puppet regime 
of either Moscow or Peking. 
Ho Chi Minh ran his own 
Communist polycenter. He 
could not compete with the 
two giants and doubtless spent 
some time on the high wire, 
but he played his own hand, 
particularly after 1954, when 
he felt he had been double- 
crossed by both Moscow and 
Peking at the Geneva Con- 
ference. 


Historical Enemies 


2) The North Vietnamese 


and the Chinese are historical 
enemies, and there is a 
potential for conflict. This has 
already bubbled up in esoteric 
ways. 
The 
Communist 


guerrillas in Thailand and 
Burma are directed from 
China, and there seems to be 
some competition for the 
Laotians — the Pathet Lao. 
Hanoi has refused to worship 
at the shrine of Mao and has 
affirmed the Soviet position on 
the role of the party in the 
state. (However, in fact there 
seems to be a parallel between 
the role of the army in North 
Vietnam and in China — it has 


been given extensive ad- 
ministrative responsibilities.) 


3) Whatever the long run 


may hold, Hanoi is committed 
to a war for the whole of 
former French Indochina. To 
the Vietnamese, Laotians, and 
Cambodians, who are on the 
receiving 
end 
of 
this 


aggressive policy, it is wholly 
irrelevant whether they are 
shot at with monolithic or 
polycentric 
Communist 


mortars. 


4) The key question has, 


therefore, nothing to do with 
monoliths an_d polyeenters. It 
is directed at the agressive or 
non-agressive character of the 
various Communist regimes. 
North Vietnam and North 
Korea 
are 
expansionist 


states; Yugoslavia is not. 


5) Although some of the 


right-wing rhetoric of the 
Dulles era still reverberates 
around Washington, par- 
ticularly in Congress, the 
policies of the United States 
government for the last 
decade have focused on the 
question of aggression. That is 
where the focus must remain.

Editor's Notebook 
Now That We Have 
Given Thanks, Let's 
Ponder Other's Fate 


Recently we received a letter from our sponsored 


family in South Vietnam that seems particularly 
appropriate to quote this Sunday after our American 
Thanksgiving.

Vo Thanh Long, the father in the family, wrote that 


"I am very sad to let you know that last October 21st in 
the evening the Viet Cong attacked our hamlet. My 
wife, Mrs. Pham Tho Ly, was killed during this attack. 
Her funeral is over but thinking of her I cannot keep 
back my tears. After the death of my wife I felt too 
depressed to look after my small children. My 
youngest son, Vo Huu Loc, always asks for his mother 
and cries all day long. This made me very anxious. I 
do not know how I can care for my children as their 
laie mother. I must continue to work in order to earn 
enough to help and support my children so I have not 
been able to stay home to look after my children. My 
wife seems my two arms. What shall I do after I lost 
these two arms?" 


This is not the complete story. Earlier we had had a 


letter from an official of the Save The Children 
Federation explaining that Mrs. Pham Tho Ly had 
been kidnapped by the Viet Cong because they thought 
she might have informed on them as to where some 
supplies were kept, had been tortured and then killed. 


We do not know the entire history of this particular 


family. But we do know that the oldest son was killed 
by an American bomb, either accidentally or because 
the United States attacked a village suspected of 
harboring Viet Cong. Later the family was evacuated 
to a refugee camp. When the village was considered 
once more to be secure, they were allowed to return 
home. But the rice crop was gone. And obviously the 
latest raid shows "security" is a nebulous factor. 


My own opinion is that Communist control of the 


entire country would not have brought such misery to 
the people of South Vietnam as has the war which has 
really been kept going by the United States. Last 
spring President Nixon expanded the war into 
Cambodia. The move may have saved the lives of 
American combat troops although a considerable 
number died in Cambodia but the move really seemed 
to be aimed at making the gradual rather than the 
immediate withdrawal of American troops politically 
palatable. As David Brinkley pointed out in a speech 
recently, we know the United States is going to get out 
of Indochina and that the North Vietnamese will be 
.eventually in control. Why must it take so long? 


Communism is anathema to most Americans. 


Many of our ancestors and some of us came to this 
country to escape dictatorial regimes of either the far 
left or the far right. In the 19th Century it was to 
escape military conscription. In the 20th it was to get 
away from fascism and the Nazis and the Com- 
munists. There is not much to choose from among 
them. The government of the late President Diem in 
Saigon, which we backed so heartily, was not much 
different from that of Ho Chi Minn in Hanoi. There are 
charges of official torturing of prisoners in Greece and 
Spain and Brazil, all of which receive American aid. 
We just received a letter from a relative in the 
Philippines who had been invited to play golf on a 
private estate of 26.000 acres which had two golf 
courses, and only the twelve invited guests were 
allowed on the course, after they had managed to get 
through three security checks. We keep a large 
military establishment in the Philippines and send 
them considerable economic and military aid — but 
when will they enact the land reforms essential to 
helping their peasants? 


On Thanksgiving Day we give thanks for the 


manifold blessings that are ours far beyond the excess 
of food on the tables. But perhaps the essence of our 
prayers should be "forgive us our trespasses." This in 
no way excuses the brutalities of the communist 
world, their refusal to recognize 
the Geneva 


agreements on prisoners of war. their terrorism 
throughout Indochina, their attacks upon innocent 
children that at least match and probably expand 
upon those at My Lai. 


The Gospel for Thanksgiving ends with "be not 


therefore anxious for the morrow: for the morrow 
shall take thought for the things of itself. Sufficient 
unto the day is the evil thereof." 


Perhaps. But I am anxious for the morrow, not only 


for the men in North Vietnamese prison camps and not 
only for the Americans in Vietnam but for the Viet- 
namese loo. How we can possibly beheve we ha\e 
improved their lot is beyond me. 


On Thanksgiving Day. 1970. we gave thanks for the 


security and wealth of our nation. But 3et us look 
outward a littie more. The men in Vietnamese prison 
camps need our prayers. So do our men and women in 
the military service, particularly in combat zones. 


Perhaps most of all we should give thanks that we 


are not Vietnamese or Cambodians or Laotians — and 
that thanksgiving alone should make us recognize the 
atrocity which is the war in Vietnam.

The Wife 


Who Earns More

ry tradition, the male is 


the breadwinner in the Amer- 
ican family. For a long time, 
men wouldn't even consider 
proposing marriage unless 
they were sure they could 
support a wife "in the style 
she was accustomed to." 


Recent and dramatic changes in our 


economic and social life-styles have al- 
tered this picture. 


There are now 18 million women in 


America who are both married and 
working. Some young wives work only 
to help their husbands acquire college 
degrees or graduate from law and medi- 
cal schools. But a great many wives 
have careers of their own, and an in- 


creasing number are earning more than 
their husbands. This has created a new 
problem in marriage and indeed, is 
turning some marriages into emotional 
nightmares. 


"It's wonderful to have extra money 


for travel, clothes, and entertainment, 
but I feel a bitter—and no doubt irra- 
tional—resentment toward my wife," 
confesses a novelist whose wife was 
recently promoted to a high-paying po- 
sition in public relations. "It goes against 
my grain to have her make more money 
than I do. I feel I've got to keep driving 
myself so I can get back ahead of her." 


A California printing salesman, whose 


wife is an art director, says, "I always 
wanted my wife to work because frank- 
ly, it put less pressure on me to earn 
enough to pay for our children's college 


tuition and to meet the high taxes on 
our home. But last year my commis- 
sions dropped,and she got a raise which 
put her ahead of me. It made me feel 
depressed—and I still feel that way." 


Though men still hold most of the 


high-paying positions in American in- 
dustry, the drive to give more emphasis 
to female skills and talents will accen- 


tuate the problem of the wife "earning 
more" in the future. Already, there are 
48,000 women who make over $25,000 
a year. Even on Wall Street, the sup- 
posed bastion of male conservatism, a 
number of female traders now earn 
$30,000 a year or more. 


Their husbands may react the way

Doctors found his pnbe nor- 
mal, and his blood pressure has not 
varied five points from normal (122 
over 70) since he took over die helm 
at die White House. Nixon's steady 
weight of 172 pounds is considered 
ideal for his 57 years and five-foot, 11 
inches height. Just die other day die 
President remarked that he commit re- 
member ever having had a I**A~*» 
despite die tensions and preauata to

Yet President Nixon has been de- 


scribed as die hardest-driving Cbitf 
Executive since Theodore Roosevelt. 
Shortly before the recent election, for 
instance, he embarked on a one-day 
trip which took him to a number of 
eastern states, then to a darner in Wis- 
consin, then back to die White House 
late at night. During die course of titis 
15-hour day. there were motorcades, 
talks, and handthikr sessions with huge 
airport crowds, several news confer- 
ences where pointed and controversial 
issues were raised, and other demands 
on his store of energy.

Ways to Care 


For Your Kitten 


By LESLIE S. SMITH 


Editor, Cot Fancy ; 


Homeless cats that wander from 
street to street present a growing 
problem in communities across 
the country. The principal reason 
they are turned loose is that they 
were acquired as cute kittens 
by people who lack the know- 
how and temperament to properly 
care for them. 


Caring for a kitten so it remains a much- 


appreciated house pet even after it reaches 
cat-size is not a complicated or demanding 
chore. Pound for pound, a kitten is as hardy 
as any young animal. AD that is necessary 
is to follow some basic rules to keep the pet 
happy and healthy. 


First, ifs important not to take a kitten 


from its mother when it is very young. A 
young kitten receives a certain ainouiH of 
natural immunity to diiff**^ from his mother's 
milk, provided of course that she has been 
given die proper inoculations against feline 


. The young kitten also needs to gain 


amount of confidence that comes 


necessary to prevent disease. 


Proper sanitary facilities are necessary for 


the new pet. A litter box, fitted wim two or 
three inches of a good commercial cat litter, 
wfll take care of this problem. Kittens are 
naturally clean animate and learn to use a 
litter box in a very short time. 


Keep die litter pan dean by washing it 


whenever necessary wim soap and water. Do 
not use disinfectants — many ate poison to 
kittens. 


A good diet is a "must" This diet should 


include a variety of good, healthy foods be- 
cause cats wfll become addicted to a certain 
food if it is fed to it all the time. There are 
many excellent commercial cat foods on die 
market. Choose diose which dearly list die 
ingredients so you know what you are buy- 
ing. Some good foods are kidney, chicken, 
heart, fiver, beet, tuna, or a mixture.

His Teeth 


lespite all the advances 


of modern dentistry, the 
most common "disease" 
among American children 
today is dental caries—bet- 
ter known as tooth decay. 
Studies show that virtual- 
ly every high-school-age 
youngster has had to have 
a tooth filled; and even half 
of all two-year-olds have at 
least one cavity. 


Most parents know the four keys 


to a child's dental health: a proper 
diet with few sweets; regular check- 
ups by a dentist; fluoridation of the 
teeth through the water supply or by 
direct 
application; and 
frequent 


brushing at the right times. But 
while parents can usually control the 
first three items, they often despair 
of getting their children into good 
brushing habits that reduce decay. 


Here are some sugestions by Dr. 


Harold K. Addelston, professor of 
pedodontics (dentistry for children), 
and chairman of the department of 
pedodontics at the New York Uni- 
versity College of Dentistry, that can 
help you to teach your children the 
habits that lead to dental health. 
••-Monkey See, Monkey Do. 
Take advantage of the fact that 
children are born mimics. Young- 
sters learn a great deal just by 
watching how parents do things. 
They see the way we tie our shoes, 
the way we wash our hands, the way 
we butter our bread. A parent can 
set a good example by brushing his 
own teeth often, and casually letting 
his child see him do it. As soon as a 
toddler is able to hold a toothbrush 
he should have his own child-sized 
toothbrush. 
•-A Little Child's Hands Need 
Help. "Recently a mother brought 
her daughter into my office," said 
Dr. Addelston. "The little girl was 
wearing a dress neatly buttoned up 
the back, and her hair was braided 
and beribboned. The mother said, 
'Doctor, tell Janie she has to brush 
her teeth.' I asked, 'Did Janie button 
her dressr The mother said, 'No, I 
helped because she cant reach all 
the buttons.' Then I asked, 'Did 
Janie fix her hair?' And the mother 


said, 'No, she isn't able to do that 
without me yet'" 


Dr. Addelston explained to the 


mother that a child needs help 
brushing her teeth, as well, since 
she does not have the small-muscle 
coordination needed to do the job 
thoroughly. One rule of thumb a 
mother can use is to expect to help 
her child brush his teeth for about 
the same length of time that she 
helps him with his bath. 
•-A Broom lor the Mouth. Ask 
your dentist to show your child how 
to brush his teeth, and to show you 
how you should help. Your dentist 
will most likely recommend brush- 
ing the way the teeth grow—that is, 
down on the upper teeth and up on 
the lower teeth. He will also remind 
both you and your child to brush 
the chewing surfaces of the molars 
and bicuspids, and the insides of 
both upper and lower teeth. "I often 
tell children to use their toothbrush 
like a broom," says Dr. Addelston. 
"Just as Mother sweeps the crumbs 
from the floor, we sweep the crumbs 
from our teeth. It's really a simple 
operation for young children, since 
they don't need any gum stimula- 
tion. All they need is to get the food 
particles out of their mouths." 
•-Mirror, Mirror, on the Wall. 
Encourage your child to brush his 
teeth in front of the mirror. Susie 
can't cj£an her teeth right if she 
cannot see what she is doing. You 
can help a small child by hanging a 
mirror in the bathroom at his ov»n 
eye level, or by providing a stool so 
that he can look into the mirror 
over the sink. 
•-look, Mo-Red Teeth! Ask 
your dentist about "disclosing" prod- 
ucts. These are pleasant-tasting wa- 
fers, tablets or solutions that contain 
a harmless dye. To understand their 
usefulness, it is important to recog- 
nize the role played in tooth decay 
by dental plaque. Tooth decay re- 
sults from acids produced by the 
combination of bacteria and tiny 
bits of food. The bacteria thrive in 
a gluey substance called plaque, 
which sticks to the surface of the 
teeth. An individual can prevent 
tooth decay by breaking down and 
washing away the plaque every day, 
and by keeping his mouth free of 
leftover food. 
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Scientists Increasingly 
Are Being Challenged 


The difficulties plaguing 


American science are com- 
prised of a national economy 
wave and a questioning of 
science's goals and methods. 
Scientists increasingly are 
being challenged to prove that 
basic research pays off and to 
engage in research dealing 
more directly with society's 
critical problems. In all, it is a 
picture of science in crisis.

American science is sailing 


into troubled and even critical 
times, and that spells danger 
for the nation's welfare, 
leading scientists are in- 
sistently warning. Federal 
money for basic research and 
for training future scientists 
has been declining for four 
years, with particularly sharp 
cuts within the last year. 


But 
science—and 
the 


technology it breeds—is the 
underpinning for the nation's 
progress, 
security, 
and 


economic well-being, these 
scientists hold. 


From science comes the 


fundamental knowledge 
pointing new ways to cure 
disease, to feed the hungry, to 
solve some pressing problems 
of environmental pollution 
and other difficulties and 
crises. 


Now is the time for more 


science, not less, these 
spokesmen declare. 
Anff-Scfenf/sm 


They worry not only about 


money. They sense a growing 
anti-scientism, partly because 
many people are blaming sci- 
ence for problems created by 
technology—which is the way 
man uses new knowledge. But 
that kind of reaction, they say, 
is like killing the messenger 
who brings bad news. 


Dr. 
Philip 
Handler, 


president of the National 
Academy of Sciences, says we 
are terribly close to great new 
discoveries but "we find 
science and technology under 
attack. With that attack has 
come a drastic decline in the 
scale and scope of our national 
scientific endeavor—a fall of 
perhaps 30 per cent since 
fiscal year 1968." Morale is 
low and "our national appara- 
tus for conduct of research... 
is falling into shambles." 


"We're not starting new 


things, we are just fighting to 
keep present activities alive," 
says Dr. Jerome Wiesner, 
provost of the Massachusetts 
Institute 
of Technology 


(MIT), -and a former science 
adviser to President Kennedy. 
"In many things that would 
produce new knowledge, and 
in instrumentation, we are 
falling behind." 


A report last February of 


the National Science Board— 
a continuing presidentially- 
appointed group—said the 
"U.S. 
science effort 
is 


currently threatened with 
possible mediocrity ... it is 
clear there will be a day of 
reckoning for U.S. science and 


for the national well-being. 
That day may be very near." 


Because of reduced support 


for science students, "we are 
losing almost a whole genera- 
tion of graduate students," 
says Dr. William D. McElroy, 
director of the National 
Science Foundation. "If we 
don't adjust, in five or six 
years, new Ph.Ds won't be 
coming out of the pipeline." 
Economy Pinch 


Medical research also is 


feeling the economy pinch and 
some officials of the National 
Institutes of Health (NIH) 
have said "a dark age of 
medical science" might be in 
the offing, with a loss also of a 
generation 
of 
potential 


medical researchers unless 
support is restored. 


But all this is an over- 


drawn, over-apprehensive 
picture, say some government 
officials and some scientists 
as well. In their view: 


—Science had become 


rather a fat cat, and should not 
be exempt from taking its 
economic lumps at a time 
when many other endeavors 
also are feeling the frost of 
economy. 


—The country has enough 


scientists, at least in certain 
fields. Some major programs 
in the space field, in atomic 
energy and defense have been 
completed, and this reduced 
the need for a continuing large 
supply of engineers and 
specialists. 


—Much basic research- 


that aimed at determining 
fundamental facts about 
nature—has been wasteful, 
poorly chosen, duplicatory. 


—Science has not been rele- 


vant 
enough to critical 


national needs. Research 
should be focused more upon 
goals, such as reducing ah* 
pollution, and expanding 
medical care services to more 
people. 


Scientists 
can and do 


counterattack most of these 
views. 


But both sides in such 


debate agree the posture of 
science vis-a-vis government 
is changing, with a 25-year 
honeymoon about over. 


Before World War II, 


science was mostly privately 
funded, mainly in universities, 
and was "little" in most , 
research projects. 


But science became a war- 


time hero, making tremen- 
dous contributions to victory, 
as with the A-bomb, the 
proximity fuse, radar, other 
weapons. 


Targeted Research 


Much of this was "targeted" 


research, and scientists stress 
that it succeeded mainly be-, 
cause basic research had al- 
ready 
established 
fun- 


damental knowledge upon 
which to proceed—enough was 
known for example about 
atomic particles and atomic 
fission to believe that a bomb 
could be built. Doing that cost 


$2 billion, with most of the 
effort going into engineering, 
technology, and facilities. 


Post war, science began to 


win increasing federal sup- 
port, through the Office of 
Naval Research, Department 
of Defense, Atomic Energy 
Commission, the National 
Science Foundation, the 
National Institutes of Health. 


With Sputnik came another 


surge of enthusiastic and 
almost frenzied support for 
science, including funds for 
basic research and students, 
through 
the 
National 


Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration. 


Science thrived. Patterns of 


support and expectations of 
continued beneficence were 
established. By fiscal 1968, 
says Dr. Handler, the federal 
government was providing 
more than $2 billion for fun- 
damental research—and 
about $13.8 billion for applied 
research and development — 
"and the results were superb. 
American science led the 
world in virtually every dis- 
cipline." 


Then the winds changed. 
The enormous expense of 


the Vietnam war forced 
budget cuts, and science came 
under the same scalpel. Even 
if appropriations had held at 
the same annual level, in- 
flation was a thief of real 
dollars. Further, as scientists 
began exploring ever deeper 
into Nature's secrets, re- 
search became more com- 
plex, more sophisticated, 
demanding ever more ex- 
.pensive equipment. 


All this coincided with a 


growing disenchantment with 
science. Some congressmen 
began questioning the value of 
basic research, asking what 
were the payoffs? There rose 
' an increasing feeling science 
should deal more directly with 
society's problems. Does this 
country, some also asked, 
have to be first in every field? 
Called Immoral 


Science was blamed as im- 


moral for having made 
possible the threat of nuclear 
annihilation 
and 
en- 


vironmental decay. To some 
people, science was found 
wanting because they had 
somehow expected it to be 
capable of waving a wand and 
producing magical answers to 
problems, and it hadn't. Too, 
scientists were often regarded 
as aloof; they "became 
arrogant and grabby," says 
one career official in the 
federal Office of Management 
and Budget. 


Science had few defenders 


in Congress, nor did it have 
the ear of the public to tell its 
story. Numerous scientists 
contend there is no clear or 
well-considered 
national 


science policy. 


Some leaders agree that 


scientists in general had been 
aloof, not being active in a 
politics of science, not con- 
vincing the public that basic 
research 
was a 
great

And people, some scientists 


complain, overlook the good 
that science and technology 
have done, as in creating polio 
vaccines, computers, elec- 
tronic labor-saving devices, a 
raft of benefits. 


Dr. Handler and others 


object to some of their 
scientific compatriots who, 
they 
charge, 
have 


exaggerated some troubles 
the nation faces, and have 
overpromised what science 
might do about such problems 
as environmental pollution. 


"We can't," he says, "solve 


all our problems with a Band- 
Aid of technology." 


The dollar squeeze for 


science began late in the 
Johnson administration, and 
has since intensified. Last 
year, 
the 
Nixon 
ad- 


ministration ordered a 5 to 10 
per cent cut across the board 
in NIH and other agencies for 
research support. And along 
came the so-called Mansfield 
amendment which forbade the 
Department of Defense from 
supporting any research not 
bearing a clear and apparent 
relation to a specific military 
function or operation. 
Funds Cuf Off 


That dosed off an important 


source of money for univer- 
sities which are- the main 
nursery 
of 
fundamental 


research. There was, further, 
the sense that more research 
and development dollars 
should be devoted to national 
problems including crime, 
housing, transportation, and 
environment. 


Efforts now are under way 


in Congress to boost the funds 
to be alloted this year to the 
National Science Foundation, 
to take up part or all of the 
slack created by the stoppage 
of funds from the Department 
of Defense for fundamental 
research. The Nixon ad- 
ministration has asked for 
more money for the NSF 
above the previous fiscal year, 
to put its appropriation over 
f500 million for the first time. 


Aid shriveled for students 


preparing for science careers. 
The National Science Foun- 
dation had to drop its 
traineeship program, the NIH 
cut 
down 
on 
science 


fellowships, 
and 
NASA 


abolished its traineeship sup- 
port, and its program of 
sustaining 
grants 
for 


university research. Graduate 
fellowships under the National 
Defense Education Act have 
been reduced, and both NSF 
and NIH programs for science 
facilities "were curtailed 
drastically. And Congress also 
began requiring universities 
to pay some part of the 
overhead costs of certain re- 
search project grants. 


Traineeship programs were 


reduced because "we have 
enough scientists in some 
fields," says one government 
spokesman. The number of 
new Ph.Ds had been doubling 
every seven years, but now 
"we simply don't need so 
many in engineering, math 
and the physical sciences." 


Despite all the cuts, some 


officials in the Office of 
Science and Technology, 
which advises the President, 
feel "we are in good general 
shape. There will be some 
short-term dislocations, but I 
don't see any great danger of 
our losing our leadership in 
science," one of them re- 
marks. "But there's certainly 
not a lot of fat in the system 
now—we're pretty close to the 
bone." 
Hurt Severely 


But other scientists and uni- 


versity administrators are not 
quite so sanguine about the fu- 
ture. It was a combination of 
filings, such as the Mansfield 
amendment atop budget cuts, 
that is hurting universities 
very severely, says Dr. James 
R. Killian, chairman of the 
Corporation of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 


Scientists are eager to 


tackle 
problems of en- 


vironment, traffic, housing 
and urban crises, but "we are 
getting little or no support" 
financially for such programs, 
Dr. Killian adds. 


In and out of universities, 


numerous scientists fear that 
bright young students, men 
and women, will avoid 
choosing scientific careers 
when they see

students suddenly cut off from 
their financial support. 


In times of emergency, 


everyone has to tighten his 
belt, bat "it is the rapid cat- 
ting of funds that does the 
damage," says Dr. McElroy.

For economy reasons, 
two dental schools have just 
dosed down. 


Medical research is being 


reoriented to provide more 
good modern care to more 
people, 
to 
overcome 


disparities in care, and to 
have research projects bear 
upon this aspect, at least in 
some part, if they are to be 
approved. 


But if basic research is neg- 


lected at the same time, "10 
years from now we will be still 
practicing the kind of medical 
skills we have today, and not 
the kind we could have 10 
years from now through 
research," says Dr. Handler. 
More Suffering 


"If we foreswear medical 


research progress, the nation 
must plan for at least 50 per 
cent more hospitals, more 
doctors, more nurses, more 
sanitaria and more suffering, 
by the turn of the century." 


So scientists are calling for 


more research and more 
scientists, more ecologists, 
more oceanographers (who 
usually 
train 
first 
in 


chemistry, physics 
and 


biology) and social scientists 
to seek remedies for social 
afflictions. 


Crises tumble along on the 


heels of other social crises, 
and "I think that nothing less 
than the application of the full 
intelligence of our society is 
likely to be adequate" for 
resolving problems, says Dr. 
John 
Platt, * research 


biophysicist and associate 
director of the Mental Health 
Research Institute, University 
of Michigan. 


"It will require something 


very 
similar 
to 
the 


mobilization of scientists for 
solving crisis problems in 
wartime," Dr. Platt wrote in 
the journal, Science. "I 
believe we are going to need 
large numbers of scientists 
forming 
something like 


research teams or task forces 
for social research 
and 


development 


"We need fulltime in- 


terdisciplinary teams com- 
bining men 
of

specialties, natural scientists, 
social scientists, doctors, 
engineers, teachers, lawyers 
and many others of trained

For Reducing School Budget

Each year at budget time 


the community is faced with 
the very controversial subject 
of whether to cut or not to cut 
the school budget. Some 
statements border on the 
ridiculous side. The president 
of 
the 
school 
board's 


statement was very typical 
and leads one to wonder if he 
is even capable of holding his 
present position. If the state 
law requires 180 days of school 
what difference does it make 
if you start 5 weeks later? 


There is a simple solution to 


this budget problem and it is 
time some action is taken to 
correct it The major part can 
be corrected in the high school 
portion of the budget 


We are all interested in 


equal education for our 
children. We are all interested 
in paying our fair share for 
good schools, teachers, and 
curriculum. We would like to 
see our young people come out 
of high school prepared to 
either enter schools of higher 
learning or enter the labor 
market. When you talk to 
many of the students who 
graduated two or three years 
ago a doubt enters your mind 
whether our system measures 
up to the needs. 


How then do we cut the 


budget? First of all there are 
12 credits plus gym required 
for graduation. If we are going 
to offer equal education then 
this is all the school system 
should be required to provide. 
Any person desiring ad- 
ditional courses could take 
them on a tuition basis. 
Enrichment courses should 
only be offered on a tuition 
basis and then only if the 
classes are large enough to 
make them financially self- 
sustaining. 


The second item is the 


teaching staff. The honest 


teachers have told me that 
there is nothing wrong with 
the pay scale in our system. It 
is time that we as taxpayers 
get a full day's work for a full 
day's pay. It is time we have 
equality in teaching loads. It is 
ridiculous to say that a junior 
high teacher is able to handle 
more students than one at the 
high school level We have to 
start eliminating the waste of 
teaching hours. If we cannot 
fill certain classes to capacity 
then they must be combined 
between the two schools or not 
offered. It is time we revise 
the thinking on academic 
subjects. The limit of class 
size of 25 at the high school 
level jumping to 300 in college 
makes one wonder if it isn't 
tune to consider these larger 
classes for our college bound 
students to better prepare 
them. 


The third change is in the 


curriculum. Many courses are 
irrelevant to the needs of the 
student. English poetry is 
useless to an engineer but a 
good course in accelerated 
reading would aid him im- 
measurably in his college 
studies and throughout his 
entire life. It is time we have a 
complete overhaul of all 
communication 
skills 


teaching in the entire school 
system. That old "Johnny 
can't read1' "Johnny can't 
write'' "Johnny can't speak'1 
are still with us today and it is 
time we start teaching the 
basic 
fundamentals 
and 


continue thru entire 12 years. 
The statement of a famous 
animal trainer casts some 
light on this problem. He said, 


"If your dog can't do tricks it 
probably isn't the dog's fault" 
With the money we pay our 
teachers it is time to change 
the teaching methods and stop 
blaming the "Dogs." 


There is still a lot of room 


for cuts in the budget that are 
hidden in the complicated 
manner that it is prepared. 
One school administrator has 
stated to me that in spite of all 
the noise made about the tight 
budget, 
when 
the 
ad- 


ministration makes up its 
mind that it wants something 
there is always money 
available to get it 


The school board can be of a 


great service not only to the 
taxpayers but also to the 
students by having a complete 
reevaluation 
of 
the 


curriculum needs and the 
teaching processes of the 
entire* school system. The 
fundamental needs of the 
students should be 
the 


primary concern of any school 
system and the elimination of 
whims, fancies, and in-' 
novations that are nice but do 
nothing to improve education 
except raise the cost are of 
equal importance. One of 
these is some of the extra 
curncular athletic activities 
that cost so much percentage- 
wise for the few people in- 
volved and the end results 
accomplished. Now is the time 
to equalize the cost per 
student to the dollar received 
by the student individually in 
education.

'Rock' Music 
—No Longer Just for 


By TONY VELLELA 


hoarding a jet a few days ago, 


I noticed that the song being piped 
through the cabin sound system 
was "Aquarius/* from the Broad- 
way "rock" musical "Hair." And 
I remarked to my companion, 
young composer Harold Logan, 
that rock music has clearly found 
its way into the dairy mainstream 
of American fife. 


It lot home to me then just how much rock 


music, and Its influence, has been felt since 
those early days of the 1950*9 when Elvis 
Presley's vocals alerted the nation that a new 
form of popular music had emerged.' 


ID those days, pop music stul was domi- 


nated,by sweet-sounding ballads. Rock had 
begun to be heard, but few took it seriously 
and many predicted its fife would be short. 
The exceptions were teen-age listeners, who 
seemed moved by it from the first. 


Today, the recording industry in America, 


according to Variety, grosses $1.5 billion. 
Whfle if s impossible to determine exactly 
how much is made specifically in rock or 
related music, a check on a recent Top KKT 
listing in Cashbox, one of the leading musk 
industry trade newspapers, showed that the 
first non-rock or related entry was at No. 16. 
And the first non-rock album in the Top 
100" among albums was at No. 28. 


The instruments of rock have evolved 


into new sound makers as well. The elec- 
trification of guitars, a fact for more than 
a decade and a half, has prompted the same 
piouess for other instruments, from pianos 
and violins, to organs and flutes. The stand- 
up bass, a fixture in the jazz era, is replaced 
by the electric bass guitar. 


now, rock music has spread even to 


ballet. "BaDet and dance have to keep afire, 
keep growing, if they want to remain expres- 
sive of the times," said Brian MacDonaUL 
famed choreographa for the Royal Winnipeg 
Ba&et Company, following the opening of 
its rock ballet in Toronto recently.

poser, and hundreds of youth-oriented 
films, good and bad, false and true, 
featuring sound tracks by rock groups 
from all ranges of the musical spectrum. 


The words of rock have blossomed 


out into what some consider the finest 
poetry the country has produced. 


The last bastion of entertainment and 


communication to feel the impact of

The most dim- 
colt male sffmrfitHi, ego-wise, occurs 
when the wife is a celebrated actress, 
politician, novelist, or company pres- 
ident, and he is referred to as "her 
husband." The public ignores his 
career, even his name.

• he most important thing for any 


couple in this situation is to antici- 
pate problems that can result from 
salary differences and talk them out 
before they become serious. 


"If you don't talk out the guilt 


feelings, they just fester and hurt all 
the more," says a storekeeper whose 
wife is a high-salaried buyer. "In our 
case, I think we have a better rela- 
tionship with my wife working in a 
high-level job. It gives her a lot of 
satisfaction, and I accept the extra 
income with thanks." 


With the rapid changes taking 


place in our society, it's likely that 
more men wfll accommodate them- 
selves to the idea of their wives earn- 
ing more. A young tax accountant 
says, "It's a sflry, old-fashioned idea 
that only men can handle the re- 
sponsibilities of executive pay. Wom- 
en can be just as capaHe,and men 
should accept this without feeling 
put down. But despite what the woik- 
ing wife earns, she shouldn't abandon

itself. One of the largest of the Caribbean Islands (144 miles 
long by SO miles wide), it provides three distinct sections for 
the tourist to visit.

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Gamma Rays and Vegetation 
State Forest to be Used in Radiation

RHINELANDER- The U. S. 


Forest Service Is preparing to 
begin outdoor testing in about 
1,400 acres of Onelda County 
forest to determine the effects 
of nuclear gamma rays on trees 
and plant life. 


The experiments are an ex- 


tension of tests conducted dur- 
ing the past few years under 
laboratory conditions at the 
Institute of Forest Genetics, 
part of the Forest Service's 
North-Central F o r e st Experi- 
ment Station outpost here. The 
Atomic Energy Commission is 
cooperating in the tests. 


According to Dr. Thomas 


Rudolph, project leader for the 
experiments, the land has been 
leased from pneida County for 
a 20-year period. 


Most of the 1,400 acres will be 


unaffected by the tests, he said. 
About 200 acres of the total is 
expected to be subjected to 
some degree of gamma radia- 
tion. 


Dr. Rudolph, wiio lias been 


trained to work with radioactive 
materials at Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
and Brookins Institute in addi- 
tion to training In forestry, 
genetics and botany, said safety 
of experimenters and the public 
are top considerations in plan- 
ning the project. 


To Be Fenced 


Though only a portion of the 


area will be involved directly in 
the experiments, the entire area 
will be fenced off and marked, 
he said. 


The radiation source will be 


Cesium 137, sealed in capsules 
and used in a way permitting 
only gamma rays to be emitted 
in the areas chosen for the 
tests, he said. 


He compared the equipment 


to an X-ray machine. When the 
machine is turned on, rays 
penetrate t h e target 
area, 


diminishing in effect in propor- 
tion to 
distance from 
the 


source. When the machine is 
turned off, the radiation stops. 


Gamma rays, Dr. Rudolph 


said, don't leave materials they 
penetrate radioactive. 


Five areas in the leased tract 


will be selected for the tests, he 
.said, with one aim to learn how 
seasonal conditions influence the 
effect of radiation on trees and 
plants. 


A selected area will be sub- 


jected to rays 20 hours at a 
time during the period of the 
test. 


Over 5 Months 


He envisions a test period of 


about 5 months, a normal 
growing period, followed 
by 


exposure later for shorter per- 
iods within the annual growth 
cycle of a selected area. 


The results of the exposure 


will take an estimated 20 years 
to evaluate, he said. 


In preparation for the tests, 


the experiment team has stud- 
ied the area extensively and 
compiled a survey report cover- 
ing a wide range of character- 


istics of the forest before it is 
subjected to radiation. 


The information will be com- 


pared with conditions after rad- 
iation, he e x p l a i n e d . Dr. 
Rudolph added that much of the 
pre-irradiation analysis should 
be of value to ecologists by 
itself. 
Much of it is basic 


information about the makeup 
of f o r e s t environment that 
hasn't been available before. 


"It should be of interest to 


people concerned with northern 
forest management and use," 
said Dr. Rudolph. 


Most of the effect of the 


g a m m a ray bombardment 
should be confined to an area 
within 50 yards of the radiation 
source, he said. Immediately 
naxl to the source, the energy 
could be powerful enough to kill 
a tree quickly. The effects are 
expected to taper off toward the 
fringes of the area, he said. 


In any case, he said it is 


expected that damage at the 
highest levels "not be irrepar- 


able damage, and probably be 
less severe than fire or flood or 
something like this." 


Two considerations prompt 


the studies, according to Dr. 
Rudolph. First, it has long been 
known that a certain amount of 
natural radiation bombards the 
earth. Secondly, the possibility 
of nuclear war or accident has 
been created by man. 


The Forest Service wants to 


know more about both kinds of 
radiation and the impact on 
trees and plants. 


It has been theorized, said Dr. 


Rudolph, that up to 40 per cent 
of the genetic changes that 
produce new strains of trees are 
the result of natural radiation at 
work. 


As for the potential of unclear 


disaster, it is hoped the tests 
might help reveal how a forest 
might recover from such an 
experience. 


Dr. Rudolph said the radiation 


experiment is but one of four 
research projects under way at 


the institute. The other three 
deal with genetics of northern 
forestry, the physiology of wood 
formation and maximum fiber 
yield in forest products. 


The radiation tests tie in with 


some aspects of 
the other 


experiments, in particular those 
dealing 
with 
forest 
genetics 


which has been his specialty 
along with radiobiology since he 
came to the laboratory in 1959. 


Previous experiments have 


be en 
c o n d u c t e d u nder 


laboratory conditions, but have 
dealt with individual species 
u n d e r artificially controlled 
conditions. 


The rcw phase will study a 


natural combination of trees 
and plants in their native habi- 
tat. 


Moving the tests out-of-doors 


carries the project a natural 
step further and permits testing 
under real conditions that can't 
be duplicated in a laboratory, 
he explained. 


Confusion Reigns Over 
County Surveyor Law 


Wisconsin counties are dis- 


covering things are not quite

the new plan was submitted to 
public discussion and hearing 


They said thev didn't want 


"piecemeal" action on their 
distribution q u e s t i o n Trans- 
lated, that meant that the 
Democrats who will have con- 
trol of the committee in the new 
Legislature are aware that the 
utility tax issue has the capaci- 
ty for generating most support, 
and if it is removed from the 
problem as a whole, other

If Lucey could achieve a

flatter an elderly member of 
their group who showed a 
tendency t o w a r d intransi- 
gence. He was named head of 
the caucus, his colleagues 
presented him with a shrill 
whistle, and he blew it happily 
for several years as he sum- 
moned his males into secret 
conclave now and again 


The office of deputy speaker 


of the Assembly, also of 
marginal importance, was 
created later, m a similar 
situalron A man who had run 
unsuccessfully for the speak- 
ership — again a Republican 
— had to be pacified 


His colleagues cheerfully 


invented for him the office of 
"speaker pro tern"", which 
permitted him to persuade his 
home town e d i t o r , and 
through him the constituents, 
that he was a fairly important

"By allowing the mind to 


experience deeper levels of 
thinking," said Charles Dona- 
hue, 
one of 25 teachers of 


meditation 
in the United 


States and the leader of a 
residence" course held here. 


Body Is Resting 


"The restful alertness of 


meditation," Donahue said, j 
"leads to the expansion of J 
consciousness." 


During meditation, the body 


is in a deeper state of rest 
than during sleep, yet the 
mind is awake, the teacher of 
meditation pointed out. The 
nervous system becomes re- 
freshed, he added. 


Meditation isn't done to i 


draw away from life or to 
escape, Wall noted. It is- done 
to rejuvenate the system. 


All this provides for better

Growth of SIMS 


SIMS was started in 1965 in 


Los Angeles, the national 
headquarters, by about 15 
people, Wall explained, and 
has grown to between 40.000 
and 50,000 members in the 
United States today.

The Flight of the Shuttle 
Looms Beautiful Fabrics

OSHKOSH — From what the Neville Benningtons call 


"the cave" in their sun-filled, contemporary split level, the 
rhythmic thump-thud of a busy loom sometimes can be 
heard, an echo in modern times of those looms credited 
with beating out the battle cry of the American Revolution. 


And as those women colonists who defied the edict of 


King George III forbidding the weaving of cloth in America, 


Mrs. 
Bennington enjoys creating beauty and utility through 


weaving. 


The element of daring revolt is lacking, but all the other 


satisfactions of the craft remain. 


Muscles move in rhythm with the rising and falling 


harnesses, with the shuttle's flight back and forth. The warp 
is a misty haven rising and falling for the weft as slowly the 
pattern and the texture grow to beauty. 


"It is fascinating," says Mrs. Bennington, seated at her 


rising shed loom, comfortably located at one end of the 
family room. 


Products of her effort are everywhere in her home, blend- 


ing with hand-woven textiles from other lands and other 
times. 


They dress the table, divide kitchen from living room, 


enhance the family wardrobe. 


Pride of the house is a summer and winter weave coverlet, 


made by woof carded four generations ago, about 1848, 
and colored red and blue with natural vegetable dyes. 


Dr. Bennington's mother, Mrs. Leora Bennington, now 87, 


remembers that its pattern of birds, butterflies, grapes and 
leaves was woven by an itinerate weaver who set up at the 
hotel. Its legend, woven into a corner, lacks the date but 
tells of its origin in Carrolton (Ohio). 


"Most of my most successful things are gone," Virginia 


Bennington said. "I give them away or make them especially 
for special people." 


She guesses she has been weaving for about eight years. 


In that time she has dropped it as a monotonous, restrictive 
kind of hobby and revived her interest in it as an exciting, 
creative medium of self expression. She has taken her hobby 
from the Middle West to the East Coast and back, six moves 
in eight years, working on school looms, friends' looms, and, 
finally, about four years ago, her own loom. 


Dr. Bennington was on the faculty at Beloit College when 


.tiis wife joined friends to attend vocational school classes 
in weaving and tailoring. Once, mothers handed on the skijlV 
and the family patterns to daughters but most of today|s4 
home weavers learn at school. 


Her teacher, Miss Margaret DuBois, was "really an old 


master of the art of weaving," Mrs. Bennington said; From 
her she learned to read the weaving patterns which look 
like musical notes and, for dedicated weavers, have the 
same fascination which music manuscripts have for 
musicians. 


She learned to plan and map her own patterns, then to 


warp the thread, beam the warp, thread the heddles and 
the reel, and wind the weft on its shuttle. 


Setting up the loom is the tedious part of weaving,

and blanket you may find in it won't be 
there to let you sleep at the wheel In- 
stead, reports the American Automobile 
Association, they'll be designed to 
protect you if you should. 
. The U. S. Department of Trans- 
portation announced last month that it 
will require some type of passive 
restraint device in the front seats of all 
passenger cars produced after July 1, 
1973. The new ruling not only permits air 
bags but also crash-deployed safety 
blankets or nets and self-fastening belts. 


While the air bag had been favored by 


the government earlier, the AAA notes 
that the Hamill Manufacturing Co., a 
division of Firestone Tire and Rubber 
Co., is rushing to perfect the safety 
blanket in time for the required in- 
stallation date. 


The department's decision for man- 


datory crash protection devices ap- 
parently stems from their studies 
showing that, although lap and upper 
torso belts (shoulder harnesses) provide 
considerable protection during an auto 
crash, not enough drivers use them. 


According to one study, only one-third 


of drivers and passengers use lap belts; 
according to another, only 2 to 3 per cent 
of the motorists owning cars equipped 
with upper torso belts use them. 


The type of air bag system favored by 


DOT is the "AutoCeptor," developed by 
Eaton, Yale & Towne Inc of Southf ield, 
Mich. It is supposed to work like this: 


Upon impact at speeds in excess of 8 to 


12 miles per hour, a sensor in the forward 
part of the car closes an electrical circuit

that sets off an explosive device. The 
explosive releases high-pressure gas into 
the large, balloon-like bag. As the 
passenger is thrown forward by the 
impact of the crash, the air bag is sup- 
posed to cushion contact with the interior 
part of the automobile. To prevent a 
rebound reaction, the air bags have 
escape holes that allow them to deflate 
rapidly. The whole process, from the 
time of impact to complete deflation, 
occurs in a fraction of a second. 


The air bag concept dates back as far 


as 1935, the AAA reports, but the first 
known sketch for the system, by one 
Assen Jordanoff, is dated March, 1952. 


The first patent for such a device was 


granted in 1952 to John Hetrick for air 
cushions that automatically inflated 
when a vehicle decelerated suddenly. 
The cushions could be stored in the 
steering wheel, glove compartment, and 
the rear of the front seat to protect all 
passengers as well as the driver. 


In 1955, a patent for a similar system, 


with the exception that it was operated 
manually, was filed by HL A. Bertrand. 
Bags were inflated when the driver 
pressed a plunger, then deflated 
automatically later. 


Development of the air bag system 


intensified when the Martin Co. of 
Baltimore entered the field hi 1960, and 
Eaton, Yale & Towne began ex- 
perimenting in 1964. 


Officials at Firestone, however, said 


«arlier this year that their new "safety 
blanket" was a superior system to the 
inflatable air bag. They pointed out that 
their tests showed that the blanket gave a 
more positive restraint, even if the 
collision is from the side or rear, and 
prevented passengers from sliding down 
and under the system, or from being 
thrown about in a roll-over crash. 


The device, which is stored in the back 


of the front seat, deploys in one-thirtieth 
of a second. It is activated by a sensor 
that sets off propellant cartridges in 
pistons mounted on either side of the 
inside of the car's trunk. The pistons 
actuate the concealed tension members 
to complete the protective actioa 


The blanket covers passengers from 


the shoulders to the knees and from door 
edge to door edge Made of an energy- 
absorbing fabric, it is designed to 
restrain three 200-pound persons in a 
headon crash at 40 miles per hoar. 


Technicians at the tire and rubber 


company admit that considerable work 
most yet be done to perfect foe device 
and have announced no timetable for its 
completion.

Where else can you learn to polish fine 


silver — and pickle it? 


Where else can a nondescript, dirty 


stone picked up on a grubby forest floor 
be transformed into a sparkling garnet, 
agate, or moonstone, mounted in a one- 
of-a-kind, personally designed silver 
setting? 


Both are run-of-the-mill procedures in 


a lapidary and jewelry course such as 
one offered by Dallas Jansen and the Fox 
Valley Technical Institute. 


Jansen said he encourages fall rock 


hunting expeditions on beaches and in 
woodlands, and although countless

pounds of totally worthless rocks are 
brought to class for testing as potential 
stones for rings, necklaces, pins or 
earrings, only a very few are actually 
usable for jewelry. 


Rocks that look like they might have 


some jewelry potential are put into a 
diamond slab saw which slowly slices the 
stone "like so much baloney" into slabs 
three-sixteenths to a quarter of an inch 
thick, Jansen said. Since good stones are 
rarely found in the Fox Valley, however, 
Jansen also supplies a variety of pre-cut 
slabs from more exotic rocks collected 
around the world. 


A template, or pattern, is used to mark 


the desired shape and size of the finished 
stone — square, oval, rectangular or 
round. 


A trim saw is then used to cut the rough 


shape of the stone from the larger slab — 
a messy process involving eight cuts and 
requiring a large apron to protect 
clothing against the splattering oil from 
the saw. 


Then, to make the stone easier to 


handle, a short length of wooden 
doweling, known to the initiated as a 
"dop stick," is attached to the back of the 
stone with a hot green wax. 


Two wetted silicon carbide grinding 


wheels are used to file down the rough 
edges and generally form the shape 
outlined on the original slab. This 
rounded, domed cabachon is worked first 
on the rough, 100-grain wheel, and per- 
fected on the finer, 220 grain wheel. 


In order to get a bright polish on the 


surf ace of the stone, any hairline fissures 
and cracks must be sanded away, Jansen 
said, and the surface left with a smooth, 
satin finish. A large, wet sanding belt is 
used for the purpose. 


Two leather buffing wheels polish the 


stone —.and the harder, the stone is, 
higher the polish. Quartz or agate, for 
example, have a relatively high 
geological hardness, Jansen said, and 
therefore can be polished to a very high 
sheen. A slurry of tin oxide and water is 
used as the polish. 


The last step, before beginning on a 


silver mounting of some kind, is to 
remove the stone from its dop stick, 
which may be done either by reheating 
the stone and the wax and cutting them 
apart, or deepfreezing them and letting 
them pop apart. 


Jansen said he starts with rings and 


pendants for beginning silver projects, 
both formed and soldered out of pieces of 
sterling silver. After that, Jansen said, 
he lets student imaginations go to work to 
create any variety of •> settings 
and 


designs. 


For a ring, a silver bezel, or moulding 


is fitted around the stone. Fine silver is 
used for this, Jansen said, because it is 
softer and easier to work with than 
sterling. 


The bezel is then soldered with a hard 


silver solder to a plate of sterling which 
has been cut just a little larger than the 
shape of the finished stone. 


The shank of the ring, the part that fits

man that found north of the border. 


One can live as lavishly as his pocket

around the finger, is sized and soldered to 
the plate. Special touches, such as a 
twisted wire border or silver beads 
around the bezel might also be added. 


For a pendant, three pieces of sterling 


silver wire are soldered together with 
hard solder in a 1340 degree Same, bent 
apart, and then fit around the stone. The 
end of a slightly longer piece is looped to 
form a carrier for the chain. 


The last step in either project is 


polishing, first with 'steel wool, to 


"tripoli" or polish to a satin finish, and 
then with silver rouge and a muslin 
buffer, Jansen explained. 


Jansen's interest in lapidary work 


began in an Appleton appliance store he 
ran several years ago. The work he then 
did with transistors and other fine 
materials, and the soldering involved, 
naturally turned his interest to similar 
lapidary activities, he said.

migrant" is estimated at 50 or older. 


"In the general sector, the Americans 


never cause any problems," said 
Guadalajara Mayor Efrain Urzua 
Macias. "They mix socially, th'e.y help 
and cooperate with, the Mexican com- 
munity and are deeply involved in 
community projects." 


As to the financial impact Americans 


have on the area, Urzua Macias 
described it as "very important" 


"The North American community has 


always been large. here," said the 
Guadalajara-born mayor. "But in recent 
years it has grown considerably." 


Consul General W.B. Connett Jr., said 


his office distributes approximately 
$5,000 monthly. 


"Each one of these permanent 


residents," he said, "spends more living 
here all year round than several tourists 


who come here for vacation." 


Another asset gained from the 


American colony is investments. Connett 
said many of those who retire here invest 
most or all of their capital in Mexico. 


"The U.S. population growth started 


after World War H, but it was in the '50s 
when it grew in numbers," the consul 
general said. "This growth plays a part 
in the 8 per cent yearly growth of 
Guadalajara." 


"Besides the retirees, we also have the 


'snowbirds'—people from the northern 
part of the U.S. who maintain a second 
home here for the winter months. 


"Between 100 and 300 paralyzed ILS. 


veterans live here depending on the 
season," he explained, "because the 
climate is ideal and there's fine medical 
care and faculties readily available for 
'them. Many of them have married 
Mexican girls and now live here per- 
manently." 


Enrollment at the autonomous 


university in Guadalajara usually in- 
cludes about 700 U.S. medical students, 
U.S. officials said. 


About 3,000 students spend their 


summer months here through an ex- 
change program with Guadalajara's 
sister city, Downey, Calif.

OSU Skiers Plan Trip to France 


MADISON — When DDT 


was branded a chemical 
outlaw in Wisconsin, the 
pesticide flowed into the 
state's- 65 collection points in 
barrels, drums, cans, and 
bottles. 


Now it's up to the State 


Department 
of Natural 


Resources (DNR) to worry 
about getting rid of the stuff— 
about 50 tons of it in various 
forms and mixes. 


Though DNR operates the 


collection points for the 
convenience of private in- 
dividuals, one misinformed 
but well-intentioned pesticide 
distributor unloaded 20 tons of 
DDT. Another brought in eight 
tons. Later, DNR headed off a 
third lot of 20 tons, warning 


the firm that the collection 
point do not have sufficient 
capacity to accept com- 
mercial quantities. A com- 
pany spokesman .explained 
that the manufacturer was 
trying to get rid of its surplus 
because DDT is unpopular and 
difficult to market, even in 
states where its use is legal, 


DNR says the firms will be 


charged for final disposal of 
the 20 and eight ton shipments, 
once a satisfactory disposal 
method is found. 


A company in Detroit of- 


fered to destroy the castoff 
pesticide by high temperature 
burning. Tests indicate, 
however, that the DDT would 
literally go up in smoke, some 
of it coming back as fallout 


An Illinois firm says that it 


can bury the compound, 
isolating it from the water 
table and the rest of the en- 
vironment. 


Zimpro, 
a 
Rothschild 


company that specializes in 
handling industrial wastes, 
thinks that it can break down 
the DDT by burning it at 
Uremendous pressures. DNR 
has sent Zimpro a gallon of 
liquid DDT and a pound each 
of granular and wettable 
powder. The samples will be 
used to test Zimpro's idea. 


If the DDT resists all other 


efforts to get rid of it, another 
recourse being considered is 
to seal it up forever in an 
abandoned mine shaft.

The figure of three Con- 


federate heroes, Jefferson 
Davis, Robert E. Lee, and

and chisels. Later pneumatic 
hammers and jet torches were 
used to cut into the granite 
mountain. 


One of the things we enjoyed 


most was listening to the 
canllon concert while we had 
our lunch of hamburgers, 
coffee and Cokes on the upper 
deck of the stone am- 
phitheater which overlooks 
the bell tower. We were told 
this was the largest carillon in 
the world. 


There is a Civil War 


mnseum which depicts the 
war as fought in Georgia via 
dioramic paintings and 
sodptore. The museum also 
displays old war uulfums and 
other relics.

and sorghum mills, a cider 
press and an old plantation 
home were other things we

and

snowmobiling has resulted in 
a law requiring registration 
and licensing of all such 
vehicles except those owned 
by the federal government 
The law also establishes 
certain requirements relating 
to snowmobile equipment and 
operation. 


The registration program is 


under the direction of the 
Wisconsin Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR). 
Application 
forms 
for 


registration may be obtained 
at all DNR field stations, and 
from conservation wardens, 
county clerks, snowmobile, 
dealers and sporting goods 
stores. The registration fee is 
$6, and the licenses issued this 
season will be good until Aug. 
31, 1972. 


Completed application 


forms should be returned to' 
the DNR with the fee. Each 
owner will then be sent his 
plastic registration certificate 
and two decals for mounting 
on each side of the motor 
cowling. 


Regulations concerning 


operation and equipment are 
as follows: 


Snowmobiles 
must 
be 


equipped with certain head 
and tail lights. These must be 
used during hours of darkness 
and in daylight when the 
machine is operated near 
roads and highways. 


Snowmobiles 
must 
be 


equipped with brakes which 
will stop them within 50 feet, 
at20 miles per hour with a 150- 
pound driver. 


A snowmobile may be 


driven at right angles across a 
highway (except an Interstate 
highway) but must first stop 
and give approaching vehicles 
the right of way. . 


Snowmobiles may not be 


operated on public roads or 
highways, 
except 
when 


necessary to cross bridges or 
culverts, when a declared 
public emergency exists, or 
•when a government unit has 
closed the road for a 
snowmobile race or derby. 


Snowmobiles 
may 
be 


operated on road and highway 
shoulders but must be at least 
10 feet from the traveled 
portion of the road. 


Deer, bear and other game 


animals may not be pursued 
by snowmobile.

trouble. In the case of the 


• automatic type, sticking or 


binding and faulty adjustment 
are the common -causes. But 
car owners with manual 
chokes sometimes call for 
help, too. Usually it's because 
they have only a vague un- 
derstanding of choke function 
and operation and, therefore, 
they don't know how the hand 
control should be used. 


The purpose of the choke is 


to block off carburetor air 
intake and provide the very 
rich fuel mixture required to 
start a cold engine. After 
starting, the choke valve 
should be gradually opened to 
lean out the mixture, then 
opened fully to let the car- 
buretor completely take over 
the fuel-air ratio when the 
engine reaches operating

temperature. Thus, recom- 
mended 
manual-choke 


manipulation is generally 
simplified as follows: 


1—When starting, pull the 


dash control all the way out to 
put the choke valve in closed 
positron. 


2—Once the engine is 


running, push the control half- 
way in to partially open the 
valve and lean out the fuel 
mixture. 


3—When the engine has 


heated up, push the rod all the 
way in to open the choke fully 
and put the carburetor in 
command.

The battery is only a few 
months old and it's a heavy- 
duty, expensive one. What 
could my trouble be? — B. B. 


A — Any service station 


should have the equipment to 
check this out in a matter of 
minutes. The most likely 
cause is loose or corroded 
cable connections — but it's 
possible the battery itself is 
defective 


Q—In a recent article, yon 


told a motorist that a defective 
spark plug could be causing 
his trouble, and that be should 
check for this. How could he 
possibly test each plug without 
special test equipment? — M. 
L. 


A — He could replace each 


plug with one that's proved to 
be perfect and note any 
change in engine operation.

the late Larry Lawrence, well-known Appleton guide and 
outdoorsman. 


The Canadian government has named a lake after

State Helps Provide 
Lake Access Points 


MADISON — In the first 


decade 
since 
the state 


government 
launched 
a 


widely hailed program to 
assure public access points to 
public waters that, were 
rapidly being encircled by 
privately owned shorelands, 
the state has contributed 
nearly half a million dollars to 
local governments as its 50 per 
cent share of 177 of such public 
access sites. 


The access program was 


one of the strategic goals that 
won considerable support for 
the original ORAP legislation 
during the administration of 
former Gov. Gaylord Nelson 
in 1959. It became operative in 
1960. The program has been 
broadened significantly and 
its 
financial 
base 


strengthened by the 1969 
legislature, after the approval 
of a bonding program by the 
electors of the state in a 
referendum. 


The access program has 


been relatively modest in cost, 


among the major goals of the 
ORAP effort, but it 'has been 
regarded as one of the most 
significant because more and 
more waters defined as 
"public" 
were 
in 
fact 


unavailable for public use 
because they had been en- 
closed by private holdings. 


Originally there was some 


resistance to the program by 
organizations which feared for 
the deterioration of their 
retreats and the invasion of 
their privacy through the 
encouragement of public 
traffic, but it has evidently 
subsided. 


Most, of the sponsors of the 


access acquisitions, many of 
which also contain im- 
provements such as boat 
launching ramps, parking lots 
and others, are towns and 
counties. 


The typical investment, 


including -state- and local 
government sponsor con-" 
tributions, is around $4,000, 
but a few of them have ex- 
ceeded $20,000.

now a slimy, decrepit creature 
whose life is nearly spent. 


Go anywhere tr tiny off- 


shoots of the Sheboygan and 
Pegeon rivers here, or to such 
trickling streams as Seven- 
Mile Creek north of the city 
and you'll stumble across the 
rotting carcasses of coho 
salmong. 


Black with old age, the 


cohos —stacked up by the 
hundreds in streams and 
rivers in which they were 
never originally stocked— are 
spending their final energy in 
a spawning effort that may 
never 
produce a 
single 


newborn salmon. 


According to the experts in 


fish management Wisconsin's 
I,ake Michigan tributaries are 
too warm and fertile to allow 
natural reproduction of this 
transplant from the Pacific 
Northwest 


Pitiful Ending

W«- might forest 
when we are s^arrhing for ihe 
just-right corner cupboard or 
picture window that a lumber 
yard or building supplj house 
might have workmen on tap 
who are ideally suited to surh 
work. And if they haven't the 
facilities for making such 
things, they can suggest 
carpenters or cabinetmakers 
who do. 


Some independent car- 


penters are afraid to tackle 
such jobs because they cannot 
afford to lose money on an iffy 
project 


One old carpenter, a good 


cabinetmaker, had a bad ex- 
perience. He made an enor- 
mous breakfront for a family 
at their request and they 
refused to pay him because 
they didn't like it They had 
not fully conveyed to him what 
they really wanted, and the 
poor man did not have a 
written agreement with them. 
That happened a few years 
ago, and he is very wary of 
such jobs today. 


Awning-type 
windows 


challenge one couple's ar- 
rhitertural acumen. Should 
they or shouldn't they have 
thorn installed in a brcf?eway 
that ronncr»5 one part of an 
older ranr-h house with a 
newer addition, a garage? 
Thoy want them for romfort 
and convenience, but their 
friends think they should 
in: fall sliding glass door*. 


These windows are com- 


patible with ranch houses. 
Sliding glass doors may 3ooK 
better, but they may be a 
nuisance If it is stormy, you 
may have to keep them closed. 
Awningtype windows provide 
protection, and you can open 
any number of windows. 


Another couple wants to 


know whether there is a big 
saving in using your own labor 
for a small addition to your 
house. 


A do-it-yourselfer wiH save 


money if he consults a house 
planner before he begins. The 
architect will make a plan and 
answer questions when you 
become involved in snags He 
knows the newest materials 
available and may be able to 
help you cut corners cost-wise. 


After nne cete an estimate 


from an architect on approxi- 
mately how much material 
•will be needed, one might 
figure the cost of the addition. 
Local builders or carpenters 
might be queried to learn how 
reasonable a job might be 
done. One man was surprised 
that a loco] carpenter's 


estimate was only $350 more 
than he had figured the 
materials would cost for a 
nursery addition. The ar- 
chitect explained that the 
carpenter probably would 
work faster and had figured 
only a week's wages for 
himself. It's a good thought for 
do-it-yourselfers who are busy 
with other things. 


It's true that many do- 


it-yourselfers enjoy their role 
so much that they wouldn't 
part with Ihe opportunity to 
show off their own little 
mold'ngs and miterings. They 
save money in additioa 


literally "ever-bearing," of 
course. But they produce 
twice each season, and to do so 
they are required to be more 
vigorous in growth than the 
standard types.

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Pluses and Minuses Reported 
For Installment Buying Plans

Is it foolhardy to furnish a 


house on the installment plan, 
asks a young wife. The couple 
is in debt-they have a 30-year 
mortgage, a student loan, a 3- 
year car note. They fear it 
would be 10 years before they 
can buy a large sofa for cash. 


One reason we now have a 


truth-in-lending federal law is 
that many people bought time 
purchases in a willy-nilly 
fashion. They didn't un- 
derstand the interest rates or 
full 
implication 
of 
the 


agreement 


The important thing to avoid 


while incurring debts is that 
one might become vulnerable 
for a property lien because of 
insolvency. People who have 
suddenly lost their income 
have gotten into such dif- 
ficulties. 


But installment plans have 


been a blessing for many, pro- 
vided they are fully aware of 
financial drawbacks, and 
know where they can borrow 
funds in an emergency from 
friends or relatives. Here are 
some viewpoints: 


"We wouldn't have had a 


dishwasher 
or 
washing 


machine if we hadn't been 
able to use time payment 
plans," says one woman. "I 
honestly think we would have 
frittered the money away on 
unnecessary things, if we 
hadn't had to meet payments 
each month." 


Another installment buyer 


found one danger of such pur- 
chases is that you overextend 
yourself. 


"I let a salesman talk me 


into all sorts of things I didn't 
need. We became so burdened 
by the payments that we 
couldn't sleep and we weren't 
eating properly. We finally 
borrowed money from my . 
folks to pay off the whole debt, 
and they're giving us time to 
pay them." 


She had been amazed to find 


that the IVz per cent monthly 
carrying charge came to 18 
per cent annual interest. 
Credit agreements now carry 
this explanation in compliance 
with the federal law. 


Women have-more courage 


than men do when it comes to 
running up such bills, says one 
husband, whose wife has him 
in such a bind that "we 
couldn't pay off our debts in 
102 years considering future 
bonuses and raises." He 
admits that might be a slight 
exaggeration but she does 
have charge accounts with 
nine stores, installment plans 


with three companies, loans at 
two banks and is borrowing on 
charge cards. 


Fortunately, they have a big 


income. He would take over 
running the finances, but she 
has been able to juggle every- 
thing so far, and has managed 
to keep all debtors happy, and 
he hesitates to upset the pat- 
tern. "But if something 
happens to that old paycheck, 
we'd be sunk," he says. 


The 
sunk-bit was ex- 


perienced by one couple, who 
had decided that the wife 
would work until they paid off 
furniture debts. Everything 
was bought on a two-year 
plan, and they were doing fine 
for three months. "But then 
Betty broke her leg skiing, and 
when her company began lay- 
offs, she was the first to go. 
Fortunately, 
they 
were 


waiting three months for the 
furniture and canceled the or- 
der. 


One older couple found that 


installment buying is great 
when you don't have to scrimp 
for payments. You must have 
a cushion of savings, and you 
should have an accrual money 
system, even if accruals are 
small. 


One bride has been for- 


bidden to buy anything on 
time plans— her husband's 
mother kept his family in 
debt, he says—but she insists 
her home doesn't measure up 
to those of her friends who 
enjoy now and pay later. 


"And I don't honestly think 


we save the money. We spend 
a lot of time away from our 
barely furnished home, and 
that can be expensive," she 
says.

A-Frame With Three Living Levels 
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BYANDYLANG 


"The next time you select a 


vacation home for House of 
the Week, how about showing 
it during the latter part of the 
year so that something can be 
done about it before the 
following spring?" 


This A-frame is presented 


now in reply to that request 
and the belief that others may 
have similar feelings about 
the time of presentation. A 
creation of architect Fenick A. 
Vogel, the design is especially 
suitable for construction on a 
narrow lot, having a frontage 
of only 25'. Yet its three levels 
provide sufficient space for a 
fairly large family, making it 
just as suitable for year-round 
living as for second-home 
activities. 


An unusual feature is a main 


entrance into a foyer at the 
side of the house, providing a 
more normal circulation 
pattern than is usually seen in 
an A-frame. It isn't necessary, 
for instance, to go through the 
living room at the front in 
order to get to other rooms. 
Without disturbing the main 
living areas, you can get to the 
bedrooms, bath, kitchen or the 
stairways. The result is a 
traffic arrangement similar to 
that of full-time house yet with 
no loss of an A-frame's 
glamorous profile or dramatic 
interior effects. 


The living room. is more 


than 24' long. Its window wall 
combines fixed windows and 
sliding glass doors which open 
out to a raised deck. There 
also are windows on the sides. 
Such provisions for light and 
air, combined with a ceiling 
that rises to the roof peak and 
huge fixed glass panels at 
gallery height, make the room 
both bright and spectacular. 
Adding to the over-all eye 
appeal is a central fireplace 
that can be as traditional or 
contemporary as you wish, 
with the broad chimney form- 
ing a contrast wall of stone 
or brick all the way up. 


Off to one side is the dining 


area, small but separate for 
semi-formal meals to sup- 
plement the informal open 
snack bar on the other side of 
the fireplace, each serviced 
easily from the compact 
kitchen.

Placement of main entrance at the side permits 
easy traffic movement to all sections of the 
house, including the lower and gallery levels. 
Living room ceiling rises to roof peak, providing 
dramatic view from floor and gallery. 


Basic A-frame has interesting variation, with main entranceway to the 
side, set off by a porch of rugged wood. Sliding glass doors in lower-level 
family room and main-level living room lead .to relaxation areas at the 
front of the house. 


Also on this main level are 


two 
bedrooms 
and 
a 


bathroom. The entryway, 
bathroom, stair areas and 
closets form a central buffer 
between the front living and 
housekeeping zones and the 
bedrooms. 


Upstairs is a third bedroom, 


a lavatory, walk-in closet, 
linen closet and a gallery that 
can be used either as a 
private sitting room or shared 
by all as a studio or playroom. 
With the open railed sections 
curtained, the area also could 
be a guest room or nursery. 


The lower level has a garage 


that can be'used for a car or a 
boat, plus a laundry-utility 
room, a bathroom and a 
family room. The latter has 
sliding glass doors that open to 
the covered, under-deck 
terrace. There's a handsome 
fireplace, behind which is an 
ash-removal opening in the 


garage that serves the upper 
level fireplace. 


Where a tight budget 


prevails, both the gallery level 
and the family room portion of 
the lower level need not be 
finished at the time of the 
original construction. Leaving 
these areas unfinished will not 
detract one bit from the smart 
styling, comfort and casual 
charm evident in this design. 


STATISTICS 


Design S-72, an A-frame, 


has a living room, dining 
room, kitchen, two bedrooms 
and a bathroom on the main 
level, totaling 1,250 square 
feet. A bedroom and a 
lavatory are on the gallery 
level, with a family room, 
utility-laundry 
room, 


bathroom and one-car garage 
on the lower level. The over- 
all dimensions of the basic 
house are 25' by 50' 3". The 
deck measures 33' 6" by 12'.

Showy Blooms Blossom on Hibuscus

If you have a warm, sunny 


window with room enough for 
one large plant try a hibiscus. 
H. rosa-sinensis and its many 
varieties are among the 
easiest of all flowering shrubs 
to keep in constant bloom, and 
the 
enormous 
flowers, 


although short-lived, are 
extremely showy. The plant 
itself can be grown as a 
standard, which allows space 
for other plants close beside it, 
it may be kept pruned into a 
fairly low, compact form, or it 
may be left alone to develop 
its normal bushy, spreading 
form. 


It is characteristic of 


hibiscus that their blossoms 
are open for only one day,

few" whose flowers remain in 
good condition into the second' 
day. When opened, the 
blossoms may be picked and 
placed wherever you wish. 
They "will remain fresh 
throughout the day without 
being in water, and being in 
water will not prolong their 
life. 


In addition to warmth and 


ample sun, hibiscus need rich, 
moist soil I repot my plants 
once, sometimes twice, a 
year. After the plant is turned 
out of its pot (fourteen inch 
size for my biggest plants), 
the sides of the root-ball are 
scraped down briskly with a 
scratching fork, to remove as 
much of the old soil as 
possible. The plant is then 
returned to its old pot, with 
fresh, rich soil added to 
replace the old that was 
removed. This seems to 
furnish adequate food for the 
plants. 


If you have neither the 


facilities nor the inclination 
for a repotting job of this sort, 
then you may want to use 
commercial plant food on a 
regular basis, once your plant 
is established in the largest 


pot you find convenient to 
handle. Use any balanced 
preparation, preferably a 
water-soluble type. Read the 
directions carefully, then mix 
the solution at only half the 
strength that is recom- 
mended. Apply the half- 
strength solution at whatever 
intervals the manufacturer 
suggests. Although hibiscus 
are gross feeders and enjoy a 
regular supply of food, they 
are very subject to fertilizer- 
burn, a condition that not only 
causes unsightly browning of 
the leaves but which may 
easily kill the plant 


You'll find that a hibiscus 


needs rather severe pruning 
every so often, to keep it 
within bounds. Pruning ateo 


stimulates flower production, 
for the plant blooms on new 
growth. Since your plant will 
(or should) be in constant 
bloom, no one tune is better 
than another to prune it Do it 
.whenever you wish. 


Tip-cuttings about four 


inches long, removed during 
the pruning, will root readily 
in water or moist soil; keep 
them covered with clear 
plastic until they are well 
established. For your free 
copy of the Source Sheet write 
to Katherine Walker in care of 
this newspaper, enclosing a 
long, self-addressed, stamped, 
envelope. 


Q. I know yon aren't real 


large on flower arrangements 
but I hope you can help with 
this one problem. I made a 
beautiful dried arrangement 
earlier in the fall, which looks 
fine for now but which is going 
to be definitely out of place in 
another couple of weeks. Is 
there anything I can do to 
make it Christmasy? 


A. You might spray the 


whole thing with gold or silver 
enamel, first protecting the 
container with paper taped 
over it If this seems too 
garish, first spray it white, 
then spray it lightly with 
another color. 


Q. Can I spray artificial 


snow on my house plants? 


A. I wouldn't recommend it 


The carrier used in most 
sprays is damaging to live 
foliage.

Q.—I bought a second-hand 


motor for use with a power 
tool. It is one-quarter horse- 
power. There are two oil 
cups on it How often should 
the motor be oiled, what kind 
of oil should be used and how 
much oil should be used each 
time? 


A.—A motor of that horse- 


power should not be oiled 
more than twice a year. Use 
an ordinary 
lightweight 


household oil. Put in just a few 
drops. If an oil cup overflows, 
you know you have put in too 
much. Should this happen, be 
sure to wipe off the ofl that has 
fallen anywhere on the motor 


Q.—I am continually getting 


confused between hardwoods 
and softwoods and which re- 
quire fillers and which don't 
Can'you tell me which are 
which? 


A.—Some of the more com- 


mon hardwoods are ash, 
beech, 
birch, 
butternut, 


cherry, elm, mahogany, 
maple, oak, yellow pine and 
walnut Of these, walnut, 
butternut, mahogany and oak 
have open pores and can be 
treated with a paste wood 
filler —if desired. 


The others either require no 


filler or a liquid filler. Some of 
the more common softwoods 
are cedar, cypress, fir, pine, 
larch and basswood.

Q.—One of our rooms was 


originally painted with a gloss 
paint We now want to do it 
over with a flat paint My 
father says you have to coat 
the walls first with laundry 
starch. I never heard of this. 
Is it true? 


A.—Years ago It was a com- 


mon custom to reduce the 
gloss on walls by coating it 
with laundry starch diluted 
with water. It is still true that 
new paint won't take over a 
glossy surface, but these days 
most persons either sand 
down the gloss or use one of 
the new liquid products made 
.especuJly for applying over 
glossy areas preparatory to 
applying a finish coat But the 
starch method will still work. 


Q.—I recently read an inter- 


esting article about repairing 
a gouge in the top of a wooden 
coffee table with a shellac 
stick. But I never heard of a 
shellac stick—and neither 
has the man in the hardware 
store where I deal. Can you 
clarify this for me? 


A.—While some hardware 


stores do not carry shellac 
sticks, it is surprising that 
your dealer never heard of 
them. Try another store or one 
dealing 
exclusively 
in 


finishing materials. 


A shellac stick looks some- 


thing like a crayon but is made 
of hardened shellac. It comes 
in several colors. In trying to 


buy a matching 
color, 


remember that, in stick form, 
shellac looks darker than 
when it is melted and spread 
out thinly. 


A heated palette knife is 


placed against a portion of the 
shellac. Some of the shellac 
adheres to the blade, which is 
then quickly drawn across the 
gouge or crack in the wood. 
This is done as many times as 
necessary to fill the opening. 
When the shellac is hard and 
has been smoothed with steel 
wool or garnet paper, cover 
the patch with a thin film of 
varnish, 
repeating 
if 


necessary. 


Three things about this 


operation. One is that the knife 
must be heated in the flame of 
an alcohol lamp. Another is 
that it is intended for repairs 
in wood that has been already 
finished and when it is desired 
not to refinish the entire ob- 
ject. And the third is that it 
takes a little time to get the 
knack of using a shellac stick, 
so practice first on scrap 
wood.

Deserve 'Applause'

NEW YORK — There are, 


as far as this out-of-town 
reviewer is concerned, two 
kinds of Broadway musical 
comedies. 


The first (of which, out of 


some misguided impulse 
toward mercy, no example 
shall' be named) opens 
beautifully, 
receives 


smashing reviews and then, 
through changes -in the sup- 
porting cast, dwindling in- 
terest on the part of the star 
and general wear and tear on 
the costumes and scenery, 
disintegrates into a second or 
third-rate attraction which 
continues to draw customers 
primarily on the strength of its 
initial reception. 


The second — of which we 


shall, in a moment, name a 
notable example — is blessed 
with, a cast that enjoys doing 
it, a stage manager who keeps 
the actors and technical crew 
on their toes, and a star who 
seldom, if ever, lets down or 
misses a performance. 


'Queen of Flicks' 


"Applause," 
the Tony 


award-winning musical now 
occupying 
the 
Palance 


Theater on Broadway and 
starring that "queen of the 40s 
flicks," Lauren Bacall, is a 
happy representative of the 
second category. 


At the Wednesday matinee 


performance caught by this 
writer, there was every 
chance that: (1) the star 
might have decided to take the 
afternoon off; (2) the sup- 
porting players might have 
been a bit fatigued after the 
Tuesday evening show, or (3) 
everybody might have con- 
cluded that a typical matinee 
crowd didn't deserve the kind 
of effort customarily lavished 
on the big-paying Saturday 
night audiences. 


Happily, none of these 


possibilities came to pass. 


The performance was as 


crisp and fresh as an opening 
night; every featured player 
was in his place; the technical 
work was top-notch, and, most 
fortunate of all, the glorious 
Miss Bacall was there "in 
person" to work all her long- 
limbed, throaty-voiced magic. 


"Applause" is, as just about 


everyone in the English- 
speaking world must know by 
now, a musical adaptation of 
Joseph Mankiewicz and Mary 
Orr's 20-year-old screen 
classic, "All About Eve." It's 
a project which, in less skilled 
hands, might have turned out 
to be a 
half-milhon-dollar 


bomb, matching neither the 
entertainment expectations of 


A standout in the supporting cast of

the present nor the memory of 
the past 


Worthy Facsimile 


With Betty Comden and 


Adolph Green handling the 
spoken words, however, and 
Charles Strouse and Lee 
Adams, the music and lyrics, 
"Applause" emerges not only 
as a worthy facsimile of the 
film, but as a shrewdly- 
conceived vehicle for Miss 
Bacall, who energetically 
bridges the glamour gap 
between the old Hollywood 
and the new Broadway. 


There's not— lets face it— 


terribly much that's either 
original or innovative about 
"Applause" 


Ron Field's staging and 


choreography are brisk, 
bright and accomplished — 
and more than a trifle con- 
ventional. The score, by 
Adams and Strouse, contains 
not a single hit to match their 
earlicr "Put On a Happy 
Face" or "Kids."1 And the 
story, stripped to about 75

Critic Should be 'Ornery', Simon Says 


NEW YORK - A critic 


should be "as ornery, stub- 
born, 
difficult, 
un- 


compromising — as com- 
pletely himself as he can be." 


So says the man who has, in 


the last few years, become 
known as the theater's most 
"critical" critic. 


John Simon, who reviews 


the stage for New York 
magazines and motion pic- 
tures for the New Statesman, 
is frequently seen as a guest 
on the Mike Douglas and Dick 
Cavett television shows. 


In the course of his TV 


appearances he has laid low, 
with 
his 
wit 
and 
un- 


compromising 
frankness, 


such show-business figures as 
comedian Mort Sahl and 
producer Ross Hunter. 


"A reader will get much 


more from a review with 
which he can disagree — at 
which he can get furious — 
than one with which he 
agrees," Simon told the 


American Association of 
Sunday and Feature Editors 
during its recent convention in 
Manhattan. 


"There 
is 
a 
grave 


misconception 
about 


criticism, or reviewing," he 
declared. "Somehow, we are 
supposed to be presenting a 
factual survey. This is a 
ghastly 
misconception. 


Criticism has nothing to do 
with the facts." 


It is a mistake, Simon said, 


for the critic to identify 
"with" anything — the 
audience, the theater, even 
contemporary trends. A critic, 
he contended, must be a 
thinker, 
a 
teacher, 
a 


philosopher. He must, in 
addition, be a clever writer, 
aware of the need for style in 
his form of expression and 
consistency in his viewpoint. 


"The critic must be an 


artist. He must write his 
criticism as if he were writing 
a work of art." 


The American theater is 


now in a "bad way," Simon 
admitted, since the motion- 
picture is "drawing the best

talent to itself." He added, 
however, that he has a 
"medieval" faith in the 
theater . . . "like a loving 


husband who fails to see the 
gray hairs and lines that time 
has put on the face of his 
beloved spouse." 


Simon viewed with some 


concern the tendency to 
substitute noise and action for 
the spoken word in the 
theater. 


"People are showing an 


inability to pay attention, to 
grabble with words'," he said. 
"If words lose their value, and 
noise becomes the unit of 
communication, the theater is 
in a bad state." 


There's nothing wrong with 


the theater, he acknowledged, 
that a few geniuses wouldn't 
cure. 
But, barring the 


development of the geniuses, 
he would settle for a "new 
format" for the traditional 
theater. 


At the moment, in his view, 


the film embodies more 
technology than the theater 
ever did, and the film-maker 
has more control over his 


project 
than either the 


playwright or the stage 
director. 


But even in films, Simon 


expressed some suspicion of 
such gimmicks as the split 
screen — as exemplified in the 
highly 
successful 


documentary, "Woodstock." 


"It's like a three-ring cir- 


cus," he said, "-^ith neither of 
the rings strong enough to 
carry the entire show." 


Simon said he favors a 


policy of reviewing previews, 
rather 
than the formal 


'opening night, on the grounds 
that this allowed the critic 
more tune to compose his 
review. He said a "gen- 
tleman's agreement" among 
reviewers could make such a 
system work. 


Simon was introduced by 


Paul 
Murphy, 
of 
the 


Philadelphia Bulletin, retiring 
president of the editors' 
group.

Paine Shows 
Seldom-Seen 
African Art 


OSHKOSH

portunity to study more than 
700 Ashanti gold weights and 
Senofu bronze figures will be 
provided to visitors to the 
Paine Art Center, 1410 Algoma 
Blvd., during the month of 
December. 


The privately-owned 


collection—largest of its kind 
in the world—will be shown at 
only two locations this year. 
The other showing was held at 
the University of Notre Dame 
Art Academy, South Bend, 
Ihd. 


The tiny metal images bring 


out new traits of African ar- 
tists. The more familiar wood 
carvings often possess an 
austerity and static quality, 
since they are carved from 
heavy blocks of log; the 
illusion of movement and open 
form is restricted. In contrast, 
these little bronze objects are 
often vibrant with activity and 
nervous with restless energy. 
Despite their -size, they 
frequently portray the illusion 
of mass and monumentality. 


Most of the works, are 


unique. Some were done by 
the "lost wax" process; in 
others, a real insect may have 
been used in the casting, 
disappearing as the molten 
metal took its shape in the 
negative mold. Some groups 
are sheet metal cut out to 
shape and then given some 
relief by repousse, a process 
in which the pattern is beaten 
up from the under side of the 
sheet and perhaps accented by 
incised lines. 


An illustrated descriptive 


catalogue of the exhibition will 
be available at the Center. 


Ralph A. Bufano, director of 


the Paine, who arranged for 
the Oshkosh exhibition, said, 
"The world of the goldweight 
image is another world to 
explore. It invites inquiry and 
long careful investigation with 
a magnifying glass to discover 
its total variety and per- 
sonality and distinction. This 
big little world brings to us, as 
good objects of art often do, 
new thoughts and ideas, new 
insights into the lives and 
customs of artists of other 
cultures."

Its entry into the college fraternity and sorority 


periodical field is an example, George Banta was a 
fraternity man himself, and knew fraternity and 
sorority leaders throughout the U.S. This brought 
the company much of its business in the early 1900s. 


It all started with the printing of "The Scroll" for 


Phi Delta Theta in 1903. 


"The publications of college fraternities 


(women's and men's) became the early and per- 
manent stepping stone which led the George Banta 
Company out of the area of simple job printing into 
the conduct of business on a national scale," wrote 
Peerenboom. 


Workbook production is dominant in the 1970s, 


however. And the company, in an effort to meet 
growing production and capital demands, has 
announced that it will go public. 


"A major reason the company is going public is to 


Menasfa 


remain locally independent," says a company 
spokesman. 


Local pride is a bjg part of the company's story in 


this small, industrial community. Menashans are 
proud of their printing enterprise, and the company 
has often felt obliged to return the feeling. 


It has kept its headquarters in Menasha and, in 


1965, petitioned for annexation of its Midway plant 
operation to the city despite the inevitable and 
heavy increase in property taxes that resulted. 


Banta employes get involved in city affairs. Right 


now, five of the city's 12 aldermen are Banta em- 
ployes. 


Gifts, Leadership 


Banta family members and employes are known 


for their gifts to the city, and they have often 
supplied the leadership in local civic and charitable 
affairs. 


But the George Banta Co. is not the one-horse 


outfit it used to be. Since 1960, in fact, employment 
has grown from 800 to 1,500. 


It used to be that all Banta employes came from 


Menasha. Now they come from Hortonville, 
Shawano, Waupaca, Appleton, Neenah and 
elsewhere. 


The company which began as a boyhood hobby, 


and grew into an enterprise serving publishers of 
educational materials, scientific and professional 
texts and periodicals throughout the country, will 
continue to grow.

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Memorial Presbyterian Honors a Scotsman 


Historically Speaking 
By Lillian Mackesy 


A 14-page, 82-year-old manuscript, handwritten 


on legal-sized paper became one of the highlights of 
the November Centennial observance of Appleton's 
Memorial Presbyterian Church. Since its author 
was a lawyer, its title sounds a bit forbidding — "A 
Concise History of the Presbyterian Church." Its 
contents, however, are something else again; 
author W. J. Allen (for whom Allen Street was 
named) had a distinct flair for description, besides 
telling how the Presbyterians finally got a church 
built in Appleton. 


The manuscript is the copy of the speech Allen 


gave in the chapel of the old church that stood until 
recently at the top of Drew Street hill on College 
Avenue. Built in 1879, the familiar red brick church 
with its tower room and steeple served the 
congregation until 1966, when the present church 
was ready for use. Lawyer Allen was an elder of the 
church when he delivered his talk May 2, 1888. The 
event was an all-congregation "sociable." 


First Services 


Allen told the story of the first Presbyterian 


services in the offices of pioneer lawyer Frederick 
Packard (for whom Packard Street was named), 
when seven villagers showed up for the morning 
worship and 27 in the afternoon. The Rev. William 
Robinson, of Neenah, officiated that Sunday 
morning Sept. 1, 1850. This occasion, of course, 
made the Presbyterian Church one of the earliest in 
the wilderness town that was growing around and 
near the "college of the wilderness," chartered as 
Lawrence Institute in 1847 and then Lawrence 
University soon afterwards. 


This conflicts with the 1970 Centennial date, of 


course, but that's another story lawyer Allen told. 
Officially organized in December 1850 as 
Presbyterian, the members either changed their 
majority or changed their minds, for they shortly 
became 
a Congregational 
Church. 
"The 


organization was Presbyterian in fact," stated 
Allen, "but Congregational in name ... in one year 
thereafter the Church changed over to the 
Congregational mode of government."' It was to 
remain that way for 20 years, the Presbyterians of 
the growing community identified with the "little 
Brown Church" they helped to build on the site of 
the present library. 


False Starts 


The actual church beginnings came along, after 


several false starts, when the First Presbyterian 
Church of Appleton was organized Nov. 13, 1870. 
Worship services and a Sabbath school were held in 
the Edgarton House, on the. site of the present 
Masonic Temple. The James Gilmore family from 
the 1850 first service still were members along with 
their daughter Beverly; the other founders in- 
cluded Mrs. Jane McPherson, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Gager, Mrs. Almary Orr, John Peabofly, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Peabody, Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Conkey and 
Mrs. Mary Conkey, Mr. and Mrs. David Smith, 
Joseph M. Smith and Mrs. Sarah C. Brown. 
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David Smith, Appleton banker, is the man 


for whom Memorial Presbyterian Church 
was named. One of the founders of First 
Presbyterian Church, organized in 1870, he 
gave both land and $6,000 for the church 
building. 


The Presbyterians were to lose their identity for 


another stretch of years when they willingly joined 
forces with the Congregationalists in mutual need. 
The Congregationalists had lost their preacher and 
the Presbyterians still had no church home. 


It is at this point that author Allen becomes 


colorful in his recital. He described the situation 
this way: "Thus reposing in the bosom and pews of 
the Congregational Church, the Presbyterian 
Church slumbered and slept for seven or eight 
years until 1879." 


He then described the two men most responsible 


for the church being built, one the benefactor 
Scotsman David Smith, who settled in Appleton in 
1865 to become a banker and the other the dynamic 
Rev. J. B. Andrews, who came from Columbus, 
Wis. in 1878 to look the situation over for the Win- 
nebago Presbytery. 


It was Scottish-born David Smith who helped 


found the First Presbyterian Church in 1870 and it 
was logical that he was elected one of the first 
trustees. He bought a church site on Lawrence 
Street and when he died in 1876, he bequeathed 
$6,000 to erect a Presbyterian Church in Appleton. 
This bequest, plus the value of the property, was the 
impetus that made the church a reality under the 
driving enthusiasm of the Rev. Andrews. Jan. 23, 
1879, is the third important church date, when the 
First Presbyterian name was changed to its 
present Memorial Presbyterian Church to honor its 
benefactor-churchman David Smith. 


Allen explained it this way: "A Presbyterian 


Church is a very precious institution to every 
Scotch heart.. . and a Scotchman is not happy until 
he has a Presbyterian Church and a Presbyterian 
minister near his home." And when he has both, 
Allen pointed out that "he is generally prompt and 
liberal in sustaining them." 


When the ambitious Andrews came to Appleton in 


the fall of 1878, he was supposed to look the field 
over at the request of the district Presbytery. He 
was to investigate the possibility of "reviving the 
slumbering church." He was pleased with what he 
saw because he made up his mind then and there to 
build one of the finest Presbyterian churches in all 
Wisconsin," and to that end he consecrated all his 
energies with a singleness of purpose and devotion 
that demolished all obstacles and accomplished 
wonders," said Allen 


Hired Front Rooms 


"He scorned the idea of applying to the Board of 


Home Missions for a salary. His aim and ambition 
were to make this one of the foremost churches in 
the state and self-supporting from the beginning. 


He hired the front rooms over Plummer & 


Nelson's store With his own two hands he nailed 
together a pulpit platform, with the assistance of 
James Smith Together they carpeted it "He 
borrowed chairs, seats and tables and placed 
everything in readiness for services on the Sabbath. 
... Services were continued there every Sabbath 
morning and evening and prayer meetings were 
held on Thursday evenings. A Sabbath school was 
commenced and was a marked success from the 
beginning ..." 


The church was on its way with important 


pioneer men its leaders. There was Wait Cross, one 
of the village's first officers, elected the ruling 
elder; there was A. H. Conkey, flour miller S R. 
Willy, flax manufacturer A. D. Fleming, J. N. 
Heath and W. J. Allen named the trustees. In due 
time, Mr. Andrews was installed as pastor of 
Memorial Presbyterian Church. 


Although there was the Smith property and his 


$6,000, the ever enthusiastic Andrews talked his 
board into building a more elaborate church, a 
larger one that demanded the larger lot on College 
Avenue. Reluctant to go into debt, the trustees 
literally were charmed into doing so by the winning 
Andrews, who contended that money was no ob- 
stacle, "when the time came, it would not be 
wanting" and so they rallied around the faith of the 
Rev. Mr. Andrews. The church edifice that was to 
cost $9,980 was started. Before it was completed, 
the cost had zoomed past the $17,000 mark. 


The Sod Is Turned 


One of Allen's most interesting descriptions 


concerns the "Turning of the First Sod." This is 
how he told it: 


"In 10 days thereafter, a very interesting episode 


took place, namely the turning of the first sod. Mr. 
Andrews appointed the time and place and urged 
every person he met to be present. At the timfc 
appointed a large number assembled. 


"Mr. Andrews made a short address on the en- 


terprise, closed with a prayer ... He then very 
gracefully called upon Mrs. Smith (the widow of 
David Smith) to take the spade and turn the first 
sod for the new church. 


"Mrs. Smith did so. She took hold of the spade 


with wonderful skill and delved it into the earth, 
raised it up full, and neatly landed it in the 
wheelbarrow close by amid the applause of the 
assemblage. 


"Then the late James Gilmore, whom Mr. An- 


drews denominated the Patriarch Presbyterian of 
Appleton, was called upon to turn the new sod. Then 
followed the trustees and others until the barrow 
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was heaping full, when Mr. Andrews wheeled it 
away and dumped it in a distant part of the lot amid 
the applause of the assemblage." 


The building went up with alacrity and enterprise 


that summer, said the narrator, explaining that Mr 
Andrews was everywhere at once, getting things 
done and done exactly as he wanted them. He was 
hurrying toward the next event — the laying of the 
cornerstone. He was on hand morning, noon and 
night — directing and urging the workers at every 
step of their jobs. Allen said "he thereby imparted 
to the workmen a large share of his own 
irrepressible energy," which may or may not have 
been true. 


Last Stones Laid 


Finally, when the thermometer dropped ex- 


tremely low during a January cold spell in 1880, the 
workmen refused to do the finishing work on the 
church spire. The intrepid Mr. Andrews was not to 
be delayed. "He then paid the men double wages 
from out of his own pocket and had a coke heater 
hoisted up. There in his immediate presence with 
boiling water and warm mortar — with the ther- 
mometer outside 20 degrees below zero — the last 
stones of the church were laid. 


Another story Allen told well concerned the 


dedication. The good Rev. Andrews again 
"drummed up a crowd," including visiting clergy 
whom he promised a part on the program. His 
talkativeness was to be his downfall. 


The formal program in itself was long, with a 


report of the sessions and trustees detailing the cost 
of the building. Dr. Thomas Smith came from 
Canada to give the dedicatory prayer; Mr. 
Gregory, president of Lake Forest Seminary in 
Illinois, was there to deliver the sermon; the choir 
was to sing special songs. 


"It was a beautiful winter's day," Allen told his 


audience," and the trustees felt quite hopeful that 
much of the terrible deficiency of $7,000 would be 
wiped out," according to plans in which the Rev. 
Andrews was to make a plea for funds. In the first 
place, the church was too small to accommodate 
the crowds of people that came; they "pressed in 
until every inch of space was packed tight with 
living humanity." 


Afternoon Described 


Here is Allen's description of the afternoon, when 


the visiting clergy and others went on and on and 
on. 


"An immense chorus discoursed most excellent 


music. The platform was packed with ministers 
and to each was assigned some part in the 
proceedings. Reports of the sessions and the Board 
of Trustees were read. Then the Dedicatory Prayer 
was made by Dr. Smith and it already was after 3 
o'clock and the audience was getting very tired 
when Dr. Gregory unrolled his manuscript and 
began to read. 


"This ended and Mr. Andrews made a desperate 


effort to arouse the audience to generous en- 
thusiasm. With dramatic fervor and effect, he 
pulled from his pocket a package containing $127. 
Exposing them to view as all his savings and all the 
money he had in the world, he cast them down as 
his contribution." 


Then the collectors went around the church with 


their baskets. When the contents of the baskets 
were counted, the amount came to $544.79 in cash 
and $397 in pledges. 


"And thus ended the dedication services," said 


speaker Allen, adding the postscript that the 
trustees afterwards had to mortgage the church, 
marking the beginning of years of work to pay the 
debt and still build toward the present.

Nazi-Like Narrative Revives Anti-Semitism 


A Book Review

LOVE AND HATE. By Ivan Shevtsov. Armed 


Forces Publishing House: MOSCOW. 


The Soviet Ministry of Defense has just publish- 


ed a novel whose anti-Semitism recaJls the Nazi 
descriptions of Jews lying in wait to despoil Aryan 
girls. It is called "Love and Hate." Whatever 
"love" it describes is drowned in "hate" — hatred 
of Jews, intellectuals, Soviet "liberals", foreigners 
both Western and communist. 


The author, a retired naval officer named Ivan 


Shevtsov, is already a center of controversy in the 
Moscow literary world for another recently 
published novel, "In the Name of the Father and of 
the Son." 


Komsomolskaya Pravda, the youth newspaper 


printed a review which called that one absurd,' 


It will come as no surprise to anyone that Jews 


or at least Zionists, are in for some hard times in 
the Soviet Union. The campaign against Zionists 
hasn t flagged in years and the publication of Ivan 
Shevtsov's second novel, "Love and Hate," is ob. 
vtousZy part of that campaign. Though reviews of 
the brutal, Nazi-like narrative have been largely 
unfavorable in the Soviet Union, and there has been 
some question as to its eventual distribution, the 
fact remains that it was officially 
allowed to be 


published. Anthony Astrachan explains in Man 
Chester's liberal daily, The Guardian. 


banal illiterate and illintentioned, and said it

Holzer stabs his mother to death with an awl cuts 


her belly open and stacks the family wealth on her 
carcass - crystal, silver, jewels, rubles and a 
savings bankbook on top. It can only be described 
as a ritual murder. 


He also used the awl, which he keeps on his night 


table, to murder a charming Russian girl whom he 
has turned on to drugs.

SNOWY, THE STORY OF AN EGRET, by Friffing 
Bancroft McCalL $4.95. 


This is an animal story with a difference. 
Instead of a romanticized account of some beloved pet, 


it is a short novel about a bird in the wild, a novel that 
comes logically to a tragic end. 


It is based moreover not on superficial observations but 


on scientific reports as evidenced by a seven page 
bibliography, including some of the author's own papers- 
surely an innovatioa 


Despite that of course it is fiction. Snowy is an egret who 


was born on a Florida key, who was crowded out of his 
home territory by bulldozers that ripped up the swamp 
land, who made a perilous migration to the stinking mud 
flats of a northeastern industrial region, and who was 
slain at last by a plume hunter in Venezuela. 


Like Folk Ballad 


Meantime in two seasons Snowy had about every ex- 


perience possible for a little white heron. Like the hero of 
a folk ballad, he is given credit for the adventures, the 
innovations of a whole era. 


If you don't mind the animal story convention that at- 


tributes to some bird or beast the feelings and even the 
reasoning powers of a human being, this is a painless and 
delightful way to lap up natural history. Brancrof t details 
notonly the minutiae of Snowy's existence but also that of 
the lives of numerous associated species. And the book 
winds up as powerful indictment of the bulldozer culture 
that is laying waste America's wetlands.

Pet-igree

What's in a name, a word, a phrase? One could 


write a book about this. In fact someone did - 
someone named Webster. He titled it "Dic- 
tionary." 
' 


Dictionaries are fabulous things. They call a 


spade a spade, literally and figuratively, by word 
pictures and sometimes by graphics. It's too bad 
that more people don't use Mr. Webster's work for 
then, they would be using names, words or phrases 
correctly. 


In the pet world, words often get all mixed up 


Sometimes this is the result of not using the dic- 
tionary; sometimes it results from the fact that an 
expression has become well-worn among those who 
deal in a particular type of animal or breed within 
that type of animal. 


When I was a child, I overheard someone 


discussing cattle. I thought he said, "heifer-bull" 
(I guess he must have said "hereford bull" ) 
Anyway, in my innocence, I repeated "heifer-bull" 
and was nearly laughed into the next country. 


I save you embarrassment, 
should such 


misfortune befall, let us take a look at some in- 
teresting words and phrases that are commonly 
misused, and set their meanings straight 


STUD COLT . . . This is a misnomer which is 


commonly used to refer to a baby horse that hap- 
pens to be a male. Actually, the word stud is 
correctly used when a horse is used to sire other 
horses. Although the young horse may be willing 
he is not physically mature enough at this point to 
sire anything. Here, the term colt is sufficient. 


FILLY COLT . ,. is very similar to my "heifer- 


bull" goof. A filly, in horse talk, is a female foal (or 
young horse). The colt is the male foal 


THOROUGHBRED DOG... there just isn't such 


an animal. The word "thoroughbred" is misused 
here in place of purebred, as meaning as coming 
from parents of the same breed. Thoroughbred 
used correctly, is the name of a breed of horse such 
as Arabian, Quarterhorse or American Saddlebred 


BACKYARD BREEDER . . . doesn't mean that 


the fellow raises animals in his backyard, although 
he may. Rather, it means that he is interested only 
m raising animals to gain a profit, instead of trying 
to improve the breed. Pedigrees, bloodlines, study 
and knowledge of what is best for the breed are 
subjugated to the jangle.of coins, which he will 
make by raising animals, caring not a whit whether 
his animals do credit or disservice to his breed. 


FANCIER.. may raise or just care a great deal 


about a particular breed or breeds of animals 
Should he desire to raise them, he goes to a great 
deal of trouble and expense in trying to raise a 
superior specimen than the parents. His concern 
for turning a dollar is secondary (which is good 
because it is almost nonexistent) to his primarv 
object 
J 


HORSE-SENSE . . . is commonly used to denote 


common sense. It is put in this particular column 
because it is more often attributed to "the sense a 
horse has". As any owner can tell you horses are 
not particularly bright. Crafty, yes - bright, no 
The term, "horse sense," was used originally to 
denote a person who knew a lot about horses 


particularly at a time when horse-trading was 
essential since the horse was the main means of 
transportation. A person who "knew" a good horse, 
and could tell that it was sound, temperamentally 
and physically by looking at it, was said to have 
"horse sense." 


SPADE . . . Veterinarians hear this all the time 


when, in effect, what they should hear is "spayed" 
or the neutering of the female animal. Sometimes 
one hears a person say that he had his animal 
"fixed", which is also improper. Why not call a 
spade a spade, or in the instance of the female 
neutering operation, a spay? The corresponding 
operation for males is known as "castration " 


CONFORMATION . . . often confused 'with 


confirmation (a religious ceremony), means the 
form and structure, which is relative to the breed 
standard. In other words, how does your animal 
"ronform" to the breed standard? 


''EATING LIKE A HORSE" . .'. an expression 


which seems to imply one is making a pig of himself 
at the dinner table by eating too much. Actually 
horses have small stomachs (to match their small 
brains) , and cannot eat a large meal all at one time 
Therefore, they must eat continuously to keep up 
their weight. This is why a horse grazes when put 
out to pasture. Should a horse over eat to the point 
of stuffing himself too much at one meal, such as 
when he might accidentally, get into the grain bar- 
rel he could become a very sick pony. The reason is 
that the undigested grain is forced into the in- 


FOUNDATION SIRE ... is used when a sire has 


the ability not only to pass on his characteristics to 
his immediate offspring, but to transmit these 
characteristics to the third and fourth generations. 
The Morgan horse breed can be directly traced to 
one sire who was owned by Justin Morgan - 
hence, the name.

NEW YORK (AP) - It has to be part of the 


late, late show. Maybe a scene from "Gigi" or 
"Love in the Afternoon." That trim man with 
the smooth pink cheeks, the still abundant 
white hair, the clear blue eyes, can't be 
Maurice Chevalier today — at age 82. 


But it is America's No. 1 Frenchman in 


person, sitting in a brocade arm chair in his 
plush Manhattan hotel suite. The dazzling 
smile, the softly-spoken sentences that pause 
briefly in the middle and go up at the end, the 
words engagingly accented on the wrong 
syllable — it's all there except for the straw 
hat 


The hat Chevalier hung up for the last time 


two years ago when be retired from the stage

after 68 years. In its place he has taken up the 
pen, and it was in connection with the publica- 
tion of his new book, "I Remember It Well," 
that be was back in America.

I do 
it with great joy because I feel I have a 
responsibility to give a little sunshine, a little 
love, a little laughter, a little courage." 


The book is in the form of a journal that he 


kept for his last six months on the stage and his 
first six months away from the stage. It details 
his 80th birthday tour of 60 cities in North and 
South America, Canada and Europe, climaxed 
by his farewell performance in Paris in Oc- 
tober 1968. 


"The people were very affectionate, en- 


flrased, very moved," recalled Chevalier, who 
was wearing a weO-tailored gray glen plaid suit 
with vest, white shirt and wine tie. "I found 
myself saying it was the last time I'd sing on 
fiw stage, tfrat I was bam in Paris and it was 


right to sing for the last time in Paris. I finished 
on those two beautiful songs— 'Valentine,' the 
most popular with the French, and'Louise,' the 
most popular with the Americans. I've not sung 
since, though I sometimes hum in the shower. 


"The next day I was kind of relaxed, feeling 


no more responsibility, no longer to have to 
make a hit," he went on. "Butafter a few days I 
missed it, even missed being frightened." 


Chevalier, who attributes his long and con- 


tinuing love affair with his public of three 
generations partly to the fact that he enjoys 


warming their hearts and making them happy, 
admits he always suffered from stage fright.' 


"You're not a machine; you come on the 


stage and if you sing the whole evening some- 
thing might happen, so you're right to be a bit 
frightened of not being as good as people ex- 
pect" 


He started his career at the age of 12, when he 


got his first singing job, and went on to become

dress, stop playing comedy but continue 
singing the same kind of songs. 


"I thought they had something in that and I 


started to. think how I'd dress," Chevalier 
remembers. "A top hat and a tail coat I thought 
were too smart I decided to dress in a tuxedo 
because it's much the same as an ordinary suh\ 
and one day I saw in London in the sum- 
mertime a young dandy in a tuxedo and straw 
hat He looked so nice and I felt that was my 
type, so I put on a straw hat and since then I 
never stopped using it as a trademark, even 
when I sang in winter and it was snowing 
outside. 


The straw hats, made for him in London and 


bearing his name, have always been much in 
demand, and he has given many of them away 
for charity auctions. He presented the one he 
wore at this final performance to a good friend, 
a painter, as a "kind of souvenir." 


Though he continues to get numerous offers 


for concerts, TV, records and movies, the 
entertainer has stuck firmly with his decision 
to retire. 


"Sixty-eight years was plenty— enough," he 


said. "To run after your luck so much would be 
wrong. One day you've got to know yourself and 
if you've done the best you could you must stop 
before people get sorry about you. If you're not 
obliged to continue because you're hungry, I 
feel if s right to quit, to not insist on being on too 
long. I wanted to finish standing up." 


Since then be has lived a quiet life on his 


estate near Paris, seldom going out at night He 
watches television, goes to bed early and wales 
up early. 


"I read the papers and then I write if I feel 


that I have something to write," he said. "If I 
want to see a picture I go in the afternoon, or go 
to the theater for a matinee It's a beautiful life 
for a man who's been traveling, traveling, 
traveling for 68 years.

Can ecology sell tickets? 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) _ Can ecology sell 


tickets at the box office? 


Cornel Wilde thinks so. MGM hopes so. The 


film company backed him to the tune of $1.3 
million to produce and direct "No Blade of 
Grass," which tells a horror tale of the 1970s; 
what happens when pollution takes over. 


This is Wilde's seventh film as a producer- 


director, the first in which he does not appear. 
Hestarred himself in the previous ones "Storm 
Fear," "The Naked Prey," Beach Red". 


"For this picture I didn't want to use easily 


recognizable faces," he explained. "I wanted to 
have a documentary flavor, a feeling that this 
world tragedy could be happening." 


And it can happen here, Wilde is convinced. 


The basis of his tale: 


It is in England, four or five years from now. 


World famine has been caused by pollution: a 
virus mutation has wiped out all grass and 
grain. China has bombed half of its population 
so that the other half might have a chance of 
survival Human life has virtually ended in 
South America. 


London is being closed down; it can no longer 


support life Citizens flee to the countryside, 
where roving bands maraud, seeking food. 


Fantastic? Unbelievable? 
"Idorftthinkso," insists Wilde. "Look at the 


fcmgus that destroyed so much of our corn crop 
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this summer. Look at Pensacola Bay, where 
millions of fish died from lack of oxygea Look 
atLakeErie, which is totally dead. How do you 
bring a dead lake back to life? 


"Look at... " 


Wilde is well-stocked with examples of 


rampant pollution. "I started getting interested 
in ecology when I read Rachel Carson's 'Silent 
Spring"," he said. "At that time I, like nearly 
everyone else, thought that she had over- 
dramatized her theme. No one then could 
imagine that our environment could undergo 
such severe damage. 


"But look today. DDT is banned, and all 


thinking citizens are concerned by what is hap- 
pening to the environment everywhere." 


Can such a concern induce ticket buyers to 


see "No Blade of Grass"? 


"We had three previews of the picture, and 


the response was enormous," Wilde said. 
"Especially from those between 18 and 30. 
They are the ones who are most concerned with 
pollution. They know the score. 


"Of course there will probably be some 


people wha don't want to mink about such 
matters. They would prefer to die slowly-from 
breathing smog-than to do something about it"

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - As legend has it, 


Venus, the goddess of love and beauty, some 
say the daughter of Jupiter and Dione, sprang 
from the foam of the sea, wafted along the 
waves to the Isle of Cyprus, where sha was 
received and attired by the Seasons and then 
led to the assembly of gods. All were charmed 
by her beauty. 


Cyprus now has been charmed by a more 


modern Venus, Raquel Welch, some say the 
daughter of Hollywood and the Press, who 
springs, not from the sea but from the pool of 
the Cyprus Hilton. 


Miss Welch was in Cyprus to make a movie, 


the mundane mythology of this modern world. 
The occupational oddities of that industry 
seemed all the more obvious in this anachronis- 
tic ancient isle in the Mediterranean.

"Five Easy Pieces," he's proving 
he wasn't just a flash in the pan 
when he %von the New York Film 
Critics prize as test supporting 
actor for his "Easy Eider ' 
performance. 


"They don't recognize my face 


yet in airports and I never expect 
to be chased by boards of girls," 
muses Nicholson. "I can get lost 
in a crowd. But on screen, I guess 
my sort of plain, featureless face 
Ms people identify with me 
easily." 


Indeed, the Nicholson image 


means 
many 
things 
to 


moviegoers. Teen-agers call him 
cool. A middle-aged woman 
might regard him as a son. 
Restless males see in him their 
own vision of a guy OR the road 
trying to find himself. 


"It's good to have 'Easy Rider' 


off my back,"' Nicholson recently 
told a bevy of critics who in- 
terviewed him at a film festival. 
After his success in "Five Easy

Pieces," he was pleased at no 
longer having to prove himself. In 
fact, he said he had to call a halt 
to future commitments, com- 
plaining: "Otherwise.

He's lately finished directing 


his own movie, "Drive, He Said," 
and then headed for Vancouver to 
star in a Mike Nichols movie, 
"Carnal Knowledge," in which 
he'll again vary the image by 
playing a man looking back on his 
sexual past. Beyond that, he 
doesn't know. 


Part of the Nicholson mystique 


undoubtedly stems from his life 
style which fits the changed 
situation in the movie business". 
He is representative of the new 
breed of actor who no longer play 
by old Hollywood rules. At a 
college screening of '"Easy 
Rider," 
a 
student 
asked 


Nicholson if he had been smoking 
real marijuana in one scene. 
"Sure," he answered. In the old 
days of moviemaking, a star 
would have hired special press 
agents to keep out of the papers 
any hint of using dope. 


But Nicholson, with further 


candor, said as he lounged in his 
temporary Vancouver apart- 
ment, "I hate tobacco! I don't 
think there is anybody really 
intelligent against smoking pot at 
this time. Far from seeing it as a 
big issue, I've looked at it as a fait 
accompli. It's like booze was in 
the depression. But I trv not to get 
arrested — that's expensive." 


What about going further than 


marijuana? 


"1 haven't taken psychedelics 


myself lately. I view it with more 
reservations than some of my 
friends. It's a potent experience 
for anyone. I've tried most drugs. 
They can be dangerous, although 
none of them has been dangerous 
for 
me. One of the main 


properties of acid is that it breaks 
down a lot of your conceptions of 
reality. You literally get to look at 
life as another person. It was 
educational for me — opened up 
another avenue of thinking. 


"But," he cautioned, "I don't 


recommend it, just as I don't 
recommend running away from 
home. I did it, but I can't 
proselytize." 


Nicholson laughed as he 


reported that director Mike 
Nichols had ordered "no pot 
smoking" as the film got un- 
derway. "So instead I've become 
a boozer, and a cigar smoker — 
Havana cigars. You can get them 
in Vancouver." 


"Jack," I asked, "why did you 


run away from home?*' He ex- 
plained that he didn't really mean 
that he actually ran away. "I just 
departed for good at an early 
age."

Rider' " became the battle cry of 
producers everywhere trying to 
find a repeat formula — a for- 
mula which obviously includes 
Nicholson. 


Has Nicholson's life changed

Money? He refused to divulge 
figures of What he commands in 
the movie world now.

Well, reader, if you can tsar 


yourself away from Led Zeppelin 
and Ten Years After for a minute, 
there, are some really jumpin' 
records you might want to play. 


"Roll Over" (New York Rock 


Ensemble. Columbia C 30033). 


The group, formerly known as 


the NY Rock and Roll Ensemble, 
on "Roll Over" (catch the pun?) 
exhibits a widening schism 
between its Juilliard education 
and its current soul funk exercise. 
"Don't Wait Too Long,", which 
opens side two, is typical, with a 
spirited organ by Mike Kamen — 
mixing r&b with Bach-like runs — 
and a well-formed bass by Dorian 
Rudnytsky. The vocals often have 
a Rasealish tinge, and several 
remind me of other groups, such 
as the Hollies ("Running Down 
the 
Highway"), 
Love 


("Gravedigger") and Moby 
Grape ("Law. and Order"). 


While the package is crisp and 


tight and very good listening, 
there is a feeling of inauthentieity 
which slowly becomes apparent; 
that perhaps they are treading on 
ground in which they truly have 
no roots. "Beside You," the one 
bow to their past, is a ballad 
which features a gentle cello by 
Dorian and oboe by either Kamea 
or drummer Marty Fulterman — 
the least satisfying musician (a 
little heavy-handed), but he 
doesn't drum on this one. 
Otherwise, the songs work nicely 
in this context but aren't terribly 
memorable outside it. However, 
if you don't mind the rather 
structured approach, there's a 
very musical, swinging time to be 
had. 


"Feel It!" (The Eivin Bishop 


Group. Fillmore Z 30239). 


More authentic is "Feel It!" by 


the Elvin Bishop Group. Its 
success is largely due to female 
vocalist Jo Baker.

"Eric Clapton" (Atco SO 33- 


329). 


"To Bonnie from Dz&nu" 


(Bonnie & Delaney & Friends, 
Atco SD 33-341). 


Say, do you notice every time 


Eric Clapton goes through a 
change he gets his hair cut and 
then comes out with a new group, 


has a few albums, then repeats 
the procedure? Well, this record 
came out just before his last hair 


cut; it's a few months old. Clapton 
and a host of persons too 
numerous etc. ... (except for 
Delaney and Bonnie, who appear) 
manufactured "Eric Clapton," 
which is solid funk — everything 
in its place; a well-integrated set. 


"To Bonnie from Delaney"

"Gospel Oak" (Kapp KS 3635).

music knows the frustration of 
sifting through piles .of no-talent 
rock groups which, somehow or 
another, managed "to get an 
album. So, when something as 
solid as "Gospel Oak" comes 
along, we must be wary of 
overaccepting; especially.this 
year, on the heels of Nowhere 
'Summer. Still, this bluesy Ip 
deserves praise.

Music therapy lessens depression 


NEW YORK (AP) — "I'm really not very 


good," said the man in the white hospital gown, 
leaning over in his wheelchair to get closer to 
the piano keyboard. 


"This is only my fifth lesson," he continued, 


raising his hand slowly over the piano and turn- 
ing to his teacher for encouragement 


"Three, two, one, two three, three, three," 


said the teacher, smiling and nodding his head 
as, hesitantly, Allen Smith struck one note then 
another, another and another. A broad grin 
spread across his face as the strains of "Mary 
Had a Little Lamb" filled the tiny room. 


"Mr. Smith has a muscular-nervous disorder 


and it's important to get his hands and arms 
moving," explained his teacher, Darrell Peter, 
a musician and music therapist 


Three days a week Peter comes here to the 


Veterans Administration Hospital in Man- 
hattan to teach piano, voice and instrumental 
music. Each week between 70 and 80 of the 
hospital's 900 patients take lessons from either 
Peter or another music therapist. Some come 
by choice; others on doctors' orders. Some get 
bored and drop out Some "discover" music. 


Faunsby Short, a native of Jenkins, Ky., and 


a World War n Army veteran was hospitalized 


here 10 years ago with muscular dystrophy. 
The disease forced him to give up his job as a 
postal clerk and his piano playing. Eight years 
ago he started singing lessions with Peter. The 
singing, which provides an emotional lift is 
important physically: it forces expansion of 
Short's chest muscles, which helps him 
breathe. 


"I never sang a note in my lif e before I began 


therapy," Short said, a broad smile deepening 
the creases around his mouth. "I'm something 
of a ham you know. I love to sing." 


He swung his wheelchair toward the piano, 


and as Peter began playing "When the World 
Was Young," Short began singing in a deep, 
melodic voice. His eyes grew misty. 


"My voice isn't up to par," he apologized 


when the song was done.' 'Some days I'm really 
good." 


A young man with a cast on his leg invited a 


visitor to listen to his "jam session," 


"I keep organizing groups and the guys keep 


leaving," complained Stephen Jakakas, a 20- 
year-old Vietnam veteran from Brooklyn, 
N.Y., who used to sing with a professional 
group. "You can go nuts here without 
something to do." 


For most patients, however, music therapy 


offers more than just a way to kill time. Under 
the guidance of musicians who have had 
therapy training, 
patients—despondent 


physically handicapped or aged and infirm — 
are given a new and hopefully buoyant interest 


Music for therapy began to gain acceptance 


during World War H when it was used first with 
shock victims and then for other hospitalized 
veterans. The Musicians' Emergency Fund, a 
nonprofit musicians' benefit organization, 
provided therapists for the patients. Thus was 
born the MEF's Hospitalized Veterans Service, 
which to date has provided more man half a 
million therapy sessions, and currently 
operates in 44 hospitals, day treatment centers 
and homes for the aged in eight states and the 
District of Columbia 


Darrell Peter, a composer, choral conductor, 


pianist and organist formerly taught at the 
Juilliard and Manhattan Schools of Music. 
Through the MEF he has been working with 
hospitalized veterans for more than 10 years. 


"Music can do wonderful things," Peter said 


as he relaxed over coffee between lessons, 
"Music is a nonthreatening therapy if you don't 
try to force participation." 


Like a mother trying to second guess a fretful 


baby, Peter explained, a music therapist must 
be sensitive .to his patients' needs and prepared 
to switch tacks at the slightest hint of boredom. 


"Often you must figure out what's good for 


the patient because he either won't or can't tell 
you," Peter continued. "One may say he 
always wanted to learn piano, but as soon as 
lessons begin he gets discouraged. It may be 
enough for him to listen to me play. Sometimes 
a patient becomes annoyed with the kind of 
music or with a particular piece. I must always 
be ready to change. 


"Most people like music," Peter said. "Often 


they hide their interest because they're afraid 
of failing. But if you leave them alone and the 
atmosphere is relaxed they'll often come to 
you. Music offers a marvelous means of 
reaching people"

But if Women's Lib ever decided to 
turn its energies toward seeking equality In 
mass entertainment, the studios might prove to 
be fertile ground. 


Over the years, these studios have produced

world. Yet for women who are not actresses, 
there is little chance of rising above the position 
of secretary. 


Production crews are totally male, except for 


the script clerk and makeup girL There have 
been a number of female script writers, but 
scarcely any producers, directors or studio 
executives. 


As yet, the Women's Lib Movement here has 


not been as vocal as it has in New York. But, as 
indicated fay the sign on the Paramount wall, it 
may be coming. 


The Associated Press asked five actresses of

achievement for their opinions of Women's Lib. 
They represent a wide cross-section: 


Bette Davis, two-time Oscar winner and 


longtime portrayer of strong-willed women, A 
former president of the Motion Picture 
Academy, she has been an activist for political 
and Other causes... 


Rachel Roberts, graduate of the University 


of Wales and a distinguished actress of the 
English stage and screen. Estranged from 
husband Rex Harrison, she has decided to 
pursue her career in America ... 


Ida Lupino, born to an English theater 


family, an actress in American films since 
1932. She invaded a man's world to become a 
successful director of films and television ... 


Lucille Ball, television's most famous star. 


After separating from Desi Arnaz, she took 
over as president of their large production 
enterprise, managed it well enough to sell out 
for a big profit... 


Kim Darby, Academy Award nominee for 


"True Grit" and one of the busiest of the new 
generation of actresses. 


Here are the questions and their answers: 
Q. Are you fa favar of the Women's 


Liberation Movement? 


Bette Davis: "Really, these women are 


basically attacking two issues only—equal pay 
and day care centers. Nobody with any sense at 
all is going to argue with those two points. The 
rest of the movement is simply to call attention 
to the two issues." 


Rachel Roberts: "Wen, I'd never burn my 


bra. I can understand the resentment of women 
who are sentenced to being housewives all their 
lives. But I'm not a housewife." 


Ida Lupino: "If the Women's Lib Movement 


proposes that women should be allowed to seek 
the same jobs that men hold and be paid the 
same salaries, then I'm for it If women are 
capable of holding jobs, they should not be 
discriminated against—provided they need the 
jobs. I have no sympathy for women who take 
jobs merely to escape the boredom of house- 
work." 


Lucille Ball: "No. I'm not in favor of 


Women's Liberation. I don't have anything I 
want to be liberated from." 


Kim Darby: "I can't generalize about the 


entire movement, but I'm in favor of a lot of 
things Women's Lib stands for. For instance, 
legal abortion, nondiscrimination on jobs, child 
care centers." 


Q. Have you, as a woman, encountered 


discrimination in your career? 


Bette Davis: "Well, no. Although, having 


worked for men all my life, I have encountered 
some resentment Oh, there's plenty of that A 
man who is a boss doesn't like to have his de- 
cisions questioned— especially by a woman.

Rachel Roberts: "As an actress in London, I 


found that my function was a subordinate one, 
that of supporting actors. But as the actors 
were Peter O'Toole, Richard Burton, Richard 
Harris, Albert Finney and others of that 
calibre, I didn't mind." 


Ida Lupino: As an actress, no. As a director? 


Well, I would be the last person in the world to

say that Ida Lupino could direct 'The Dirty 
Dozen.' ButI have directed "The Untouchables' 
and 'Have Gun, Will Travel' So I can't really 
say I have been discriminated against because 
I am a womaa" 


Lucille Ball: "I imagine there was a lot of 


discrimination during my career, but I wasn't 
aware of it If men discriminated against me as 
a corporation president I deserve it I was 
stupid, and it didn't matter whether I was a 
man or womaa" 


Kim Darby: "No, I have encountered no 


discrimination. True, most of my dealings are 
with men, but I enjoy working with men, 
especially directors." 


Q. Do you feel that women have been 


properly portrayed in films? 


Bette Davis: "Oh, I think so. I've certainly 


played all kinds of women, some of them not so 
nice. But that's the nature of films. As to 
portraying women as sex objects on the screen, 
what's wrong with that? Let's hope men never 
lose their interest in women's bodies." 


Rachel Roberts: "What is wrong with having 


women portray sex on the screen? That's what 
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we're here for: sex." 


Ida Lupino: "In the past, the portrayal of 


women on the screen was more than adequate; 
for many years, movies were a women's world. 
Today it's differentA lot of scripts are simply 
degrading for actresses. But if a gal needs a 
buck, she has to do it" 


Lucille Ball: "I think we do fine fa films. I 


don't feel put upon fa any way." 


Kim Darby: "I do think there has been too 


much emphasis on big boobs. The big-breasted 
American girl is not necessarily represen- 
tative." 


Q. Can women achieve equality with men? 
Bette Davis: "Not emotional equality. 


Women are necessarily more emotional and 
they need the stabilizing influence of men. 
Women don't want mflktoast husbands. Half of 
the divorces fa this country are because the 
husband does not assume the dominant role." 


Rachel Roberts: "How can a woman be equal 


when she must spend nine months being preg- 
nant? How can a woman be equal after she has 
gone through menopause? One time in Moscow 
I saw equality fa action. Six workers were 
building a brick wall at 9 o'clock at night. Three 
were women, but the only way you could tell 
was because they wore scarves on their heads. 
If that's equality, I'm not interested." 


Ida Lupino: "There are a lot of men's jobs 


that women simply can't do physicially; they 
haven't the strength. And I don't think women 
have the built-in cool to handle certain sensitive 
jobs... Women who achieve that kind of cool 
must have male qualities." 


Lucille Ball: "Equality with men? I think 


women have had it for a long time, and they 
don't know what to do with it" 


Kim Darby: "That depends on the indi\idual 


I don't think women as a group will ever be 
equal with men, and in some ways I don't IWnk 
that's bad I still like the feeling of being a lady 
and having doors opened for me."
